Carter Counts on Over 250. 

- Judge Carter and his managers refrained 
from entering into any detailed discussion 
of the matter, cay they claimed 250 to 
260 delegates from Cook county for a cer- 
“tainty. They said that nothing would be 
done by them until after they reach Peoria 
and look the field over. 

Richard Yates and his chief. lieutenants 
were also hon-committal. But they enter- 
tain the belief that the balance of power 
will be in their hands and that they can use 
it successfully to the advantage of their’ 
candidate. 

To every man who talked with him at his 
headquarters yesterday Judge Hanecy said 
he could count on the support of not less 
than 306 of the Cook County delegation, and 
added that they would do all in their power 
to secure his nomination. It was said this 
number would participate in the preliminary 
werk of lining up country delegates to or- 
@anize the convention in his interest. If 
the Judge were correct in his statements 
and they are sharply disputed, Judge Car- 
ter’s home strength would amount to only 
164 delegates. 

AB Reeves and Yates together have 320 
delegates instructed for them, the total num- 
ber of delegates against Judge Hanecy, 
bound by instructions, is 484. But the dele- 
gations of Du Page and Grundy Counties can 
‘De counted for Judge Carter just as safely 
as If they had been instructed by the con- 
that elected them. 


Hanecy Claims Do Not Agree. 

Again, if the claims’of Judge Hanecy and 
his managers with reference to the com- 
piexion of the Cook County delegation 
should prove well founded. it would be neces- 
sary, to gontrol.and organize the conven- 
tion, for the Hanecy people to get 871 of 
Ahe uninstructed delegates out in the State. 

To teceive plain assurances that the Han- 
ecy element is far off in its claims as to 
«Cook County, the only thing required is to 
ook at the returns of Thursday's primary 
election and secure the counter estimates 
‘of Judge Carter and his campaign managers. 
The clection returns'from the wards in Chi- 
cago, Evanston, and Worth give Judge Car- 
fer 239 delegates, Judge Hanecy 233, and 
leave 44 in Chicago wards that are not 

ledged to any one. These are claimed by 


Hanecy. He also claims forty-two of 


the forty-four unpledeged delegates from 
the country towns. If he gets them and the 
other forty-four to add to his 233 he would 
‘then have #18.. 
However, Judge Carter does not concede 
to him all of the eighty-eight uninstructed 
delegates in this county. His managers in- 
* gisted during the day that the showing made 
din the county convention was not an indica- 
tion of hig strength in the State delegation. 
They said that he would undoubtedly split 
even with Judge Hanecy, and predicted that 
on the showdown the majority might be in 
his favor. 


Problem of a Combine... 

Whether the Carter, Reeves, and Yates 
forces will combine to organize the conven- 
tion is aa yet a conundrum which the shrewd- 
est politicians haye mot as yet succeeded 
in answering. According to the gossips a 
émajority of the. Yates supporters are in- 
clined to combine with Judge Hanecy on the 
round that they would thus fare better in 
the distribution of the loaves and fishes. 
But Richard Yates denies he will combine 
with any one. Speaking for the Reeves peo- 
ple, United States Marshal John Ames said:

Both factions have 
claimed the county repeatedly: 


Hanecy- Yates Combine Claimed. 


According to telegrams received here today 
on the floor of the convention by relatives of 
Judge Yates, Yates and Hanecy regard their 
interests as identical. It was openly claimed 
on the floor of the convention that Yates 
and Hanecy would work together in Peoria 
and secure not only the temporary, but the 
permanent organization of that body as 
well, and the Committee on Credentials also. 

A man who had never seen a convention 
at all, on entering the courtroom today 
could not fail to perceive that a nasty fight 
was brewing. On one side of the big hall 
were the Hanecy men under the control of 
Moss and Emerson. On the other were the 
anti-Tanner people and Cullom friends, with 
Henry Watson and General C. W. Pavey in 
the lead. The pent-up bitterness of a three 
months’ battle was shown on every face. 
Dozens of messages from David Shanahan 
of Chicago were recei assuring the del- 
egates that Cook County was practically a 


unit for Hanecy. These were passed about 


with a view of breaking down the anti-Tan- 
ner strength. 

A little before 1 o'clock Chairman Oliver 
P. Nesmith of the County committee told 
the de tions from the various townships 
they had better get together so as to pre- 
vent confusion later on.

tions should be permitted to participate 
in the roll call. While Chairman Welborn 
was friendly to Watson the secretary of the 
committee was clearly in accord with Mr.

Then ensued a race between Kell and 
Welborn for the platform. Their followers 
went with them and for a minute it seemed 
as if a bloody battle would certainly ensug. 
Emerson stood on the clerk's desk facing 
Kell, ‘who was at Welborn's left. The con- 
fusion was so great that no human being 
could tell what was going on. 

Mr. Emerson pulled out of his pocket a 
typewritten document containing the names 
of the delegates to the State, Congressional, 
and Senatorial conventions. He presented 
them to his chairman and his friends de 
clared them carried. Then Mr. Emerson 
offered another typewritten document in the 
shape of a batch of resolutions which com-

CARTER MEN DEFEAT HANEOY FAC-~ 
TION IN SENATORIAL SESSION. 


Assault on the Chairman First Chosen, 
Fisticufis and General Disorder 
Mark Grand Crossing Convention—

Republican conventions were held yester- 
day in nine Senatorial districts in Chicago, 
In eight the sessions were short and lovely, 
The others was punctuated with fisticuffs 
and attacks on the chairman. Nominations 
were made in five cases; in four postpone- 
ment was taken to later dates.. 


Row in the Third. 

The convention of the Third District was 
held in Turner Hall, Grand Crossing, last 
night at 8:45 o’clock.* It was a stormy s¢5- 
sion. Men fought with fists, delegates pulled 
the chairman from the platform, and the 
Hanecy faction is said to have turned out the 
gas when the excitement was at its height 
about midnight. The Carter men appeared 
to have the advantage and the Hanecy dele- 
gates, finding they could not carry the day, 
attempted to adjourn the convention to a 
later date. As often as the motion to adjourn 
was introduced, the question was yoted down 
by a small majority, 

Kit Gould was finally nominated for Repre- 
sentative on the fourth ballot. Chester T. 
Church was the other candidate nominated, 

The trouble began early and lasted to the 
end, The meeting was called to order by EB. 
L. Roberta; McKingie Clelland, a Carter 
man, wap nominated for chairman, Other 
nominations were offered, but Roberts re- 
fused to receive them, 


Assault on the Chair. 

When Clelland was elected he went to the 
platform. With one voice the Hanecy men 
called for correction. They were not heeded 
by the chair ,and in a moment the hall held 
a free-for-all fight. State Senator McCloud 
ran upon the stage, and called far order. 
His voice was lost in the yells, Several men 
rushed to the platform, and pulled Chairman 
Clelland from the rostrum. Then Clelland’s 
friends interfered, and the chair was declared 
vacant. 

A new. start was made, with D. L. Ash- 
croft and A. B. Carmichael as nominees for 
the chair. Ashcroft won by a vate of 73 to 
48. Carmichael moved that his opponent's 
nomination be made unanimous, and it was 
so ordered, This was the only peaceable 
spell that reigned over the convention. 

George Lawton of the Thirty-fourth Ward 
was made secretary. The organization was 
then made permanent, and a Committee on 
Credentials, composed of J. C. Math, Edwin 
Lowe, and J. E. Anderson, was appointed. 
They returned their report shortly after- 
ward. No one was challenged at that time. 


Resolution for Cullom, 
‘' While the house-was taking a fresh breath 
C. N. Winston introdueed a resolution in- 
dorsing Shelby M. Cullom for Senatorial 
candidate and directing the men from the 
Third District to support him for the Senate 
as long as he desired their votes. After the 
resolution was read nothing could be ac- 
complished. Some one started a howl and 
the rest joined in. Every one was standing 
and shouting ap the top. of his' voice. ‘ At 
length the resolution was adopted. 


The next cause of strife was precipitated

Then a motion to have 
the convention held on May 15, at 8. p. m., 
was lost, and the next motion was for ad- 
journment to May 16, first in the morning, 
then at noon, and, finally, at night. The 
uproar became so great at length the mo- 
tions could not be heard.

The final bal- 
lot was taken after the gas had been turned 
on and relighted. It resulted as follows:

RAISES INTERNATIONAL ISSUE. 


American Who Claims to Have Been 
Kidnaped Sentenced to Long Term 
in British Columbia.

Vancouver, B. C., May 5.—A case which 
has already attained almost international 
importance received an added interest to- 
day when Martin Everett, an American 
citizen, was sentenced to fourteen years’ im- 
prisonment for. highway robbery alleged to 
have been committed about a year ago at 
Grand Forks, B. C.’ 

. Public attention was specially drawn to 
' the case about si¥ months ago, when Colonel 
Dudley, United States Consul at Vancouver, 
after a thorough investigation, called the 
attention of the State department at Wash- 
‘ington to the fact that Everett had even 
then been confined for several months in the 
county jail at Kamloops, B. C., awaiting 
trial on the highway robbery charge.-~ Dud- 
ley reported furthermore that Everett had 
complained that his arrest was illegal, he 
having charged that he had been kidnaped 
by a posse of Canadian constabulary at 
Republic, Wash., and taken across the bor- 


papers. 

United States Consul Dudley was directed 
to conduct an investigation after Everett's 
appeal for intervention on account of his 
American citizenship. Dudley thereupon 
took testimony both at Republic, Wash., the 
scene of thé alleged kidnaping of Everett, 
and also at Grand Forks,’B. C., where the 
robbery was committed. 

Everett remained in jail at Kamloops until 
the spring session of the British Columbia 
Supreme Court at Vernon, B. C., this week. 
Everett's trial was concluded today and Jus- 
tice Irving’s sentence of fourteen years 
caused general surprise. 

Consul Dudley tonight apprised Secretary 
Hay by wire of this final disposition of Ev- 
erett’s case. Dudley's prior reports to the 
State department have been distinctly favgr- 
able to contention. 


STRIKE SITUATION IS CRITICAL. 


New York Central Car Repairers at 


Buffalo Likely to Go Out Again 
_ on Sympathetic Strike. 


Buffalo, N. Y¥., May 5.—Commissioner W. 
H. H. Webster of the State Board of Media- 
tion and Arbitration said late tonight that 
the situation in the car repairers’ strike im- 
pressed him as critical. His expression re- 
flects the general belief in railway and 
strikgcircles tonight that the pacific trend of 
events since the adjustment of differences 
between the New York Céntral and its men 
on Wednesday has been checked by the 
seeming impossibility of the Erie and Lack- 
awanna coming to a settlement with their 


striking car repairers. 


It was more than broadly hinted that the 
car repairers of the New York Central who 
returned to work on Friday morning would 
go out again on a sympathetic strike if 
their fellows of the car repairers’ associa- 
tion are not granted the New York Central 
scale. 

The committees of the four lines where 
the men are still out gave the railway offi- 
cials until 12 o’clock tomorrow night to 
grant their demands. 

The railway freight handlers’ strike has 
not materially changed today. President 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor and Business Agent Warner of the 
Mechanics’ union of New York had a con- 
ference with President Madgwick of the 
freight handlers and decided to go to New 
York and see what could be done with the 
general officers of the New York Central, 
Erie, and Lehigh Valley. —

Defeat of French Troops.at Puebla in 


1862 Celebrated—Pupils Coming — 


to the United States. 


Mexico, May 5.—The national holiday com- 


memorating the defeat of the French troops | 


at Puebla, in 1862, was everywhere observed 
today, and in this city the buildings were 
decorated in the national tri-colored bunt- 
ing, green, white, and red. The public build- 
ings were closed and the day was given over 
to festivities. 

President Diaz, wearing the uniform: of a 
General of division, went with a.brilliant 
escort in the early part of the day to the his- 
toric cemetery of San Fernando, and there 
deposited a superb floral wreath on the tomb 
of General Zaragosa, who commanded the 
Mexican troops in the great battle thirty 
years ago. The President then proceeded 
to the great ranch of Ansures, close to the 
castle of Chapultepec, where the regular 
bodies of troops had been concentrated for 
several days past awaiting the opening of the 
maneuvers. 

On arriving at Ansures the President was 
formally greeted by all the officers of the 
army not on duty. There was an immense 
attendance, including officers of the army 
and navy, high public officials, membors of

with enthusiasm, his popularft} being made

Crossing the. Mountains—Peril on a 
Steep Trail—Living High by Forag- 
ing-On a Lonely Post—Habits of 
Bold Men-—Spares a Bandit’s Life— 
How the Natives Fight—Making En- 
velopes Out of Captured Spanish 
Documents, 


Private H. A. Koehler of the Thirticth 
Regiment, U. 8. V., in the Philippines, is a 
Chicago boy, who is open to some of the in- 
cident and color of “ bushwhacking."’ Writ- 
ing to his sister, EfMma E. Koehler, in the 
Bureau of Correspondence of the Chicago 


. Postoffice, much of the substance of his let- 


ter is of marked interest to observers of the 
campaign in the Philippines. 

The work of the “‘ Flying Column ”’ is de- 
scribed in the following letter, dated on Jan. 
929 at San Pablo, Luzon: 

“For the last twenty days our regiment 
has been campaigning, and for a while I lost 
track’ of the days and dates. I think it was 
on Jan. 4 that we started to clean up the 
whole southern part of thisisland. General 
Schwan is the commander of this brigade, 
which is called the ‘ Flying Column,’ and it 
is rightly named, as we are on the go all the 


- time, capturing cities and towns, other regi- 


ments following us up and garrisoning them. 

“ The column is composed of the Thirtieth 
Regiment, one battery of artillery, three 
mountain guns, five troops of the Fourth 
Cavalry, and four of the Eleventh Cavalry. 
We have averaged twenty miles a day, and 
with all the equipment on our backs itis a 


‘killing business. Just think of our marching 


forty-eight hours over mountain roads, with 


‘only three hours’ sleep and a two urs’ 


breathing spell! 


“The second day out we had a short 
skirmish, in which we captured a town, a 
lot of guns and ammunition; and took about 
eighty prisoners. These we released when 
we left the town. Then we started to cross 
the mountains, and our hardest work com- 
menced. We had to travel single file up the 
incline, and the column was more than a mile 
and a half long. As we climbed higher and 
higher and looked back it seemed as if an 
immense snake were crawling up the steep. 

** Six miles up the hills we had to abandon 
all our bullock carts, and the three days’ ra- 
tions were divided among the men. As we 
all had two days’ rations already to carry, 
you can fancy it meant’ more hard work 
for us; But we worked our way upward, 
from daylight to dark, and just at dusk we 
reached the top of the mountain. The scene 
that met our eyes made the boys give a yell 
from sheer amazement; for almost at our 
feet, thousands of feet below, lay a lake 
whose name sounded something like Bum- 
bum-be-long, and we could see the lights 
of the town we Were after. In this lake was 
an island, and smoke was issuing from a 
number of volcanoes on the island. 


Peril on Steep Trail. 


“The next thing was to get down to the 
lake. The trail ran down at am angle of 
45°, and it took us till midnight to get to 
the bottom. Six pack mules went over one 
precipice with their loads, and it was a won- 
der wé lost no men. My little mail cart was 
and I suppose some Filipino is a 
cart ahead. If the insurgents had had a 
good leader, with fifty men, they could have 
capttred and slaughtered our whole outfit 
whilé we were working our way down this 
_— But they always run before we reach 
them, 
“We are now in San Pablo, which jis a 
large town, and the insurgents are thick all 
around us. Only one battalion is here, and I 


.am with it. About seventy men are here 


with sore and blistered feet. Three days 
ago we were issted new shoes, but one of my 
ankles is so sore that I can't travel, so I am 


having a good rest. Yesterday, shortly after 


the brigade left, we could hear the shooting, 
and we lost two boys out of our company. 
These are the first of G company, and the 
boys feel pretty bad. Our outfit so far has 
lost about thirty. or forty men, the niggers 
doing most of their shooting from ambush. 


Knictknacks and Foraging. 
“T have picked up a number of knick- 


/nacks, but it is hard to carry anything 


except what one absolutely needs. I have a 
pair of slippers of General Barrillo’s wife, a 
stand cover, and a few dishes, which I shall 
carry in ,if possible. The outfit is bound for 
Santa Cruz, where Aguinaldo will have to 
make his last stand... He is just two days 
ahead of us and the army passes under the 
arches erected for him before the leaves 
have dried. 

‘Just how we are living pretty high, as 
we have to forage for rations. We get 
chickens, sweet potatoes, rice, corn, onions, 
and the We sit in solid mahogany 


chairs and eat off ebony tables. The boys 


are quartered in insurgents’ houses, but 
have orders not to. destroy anything. On 
the whole, the boys have treated the natives 
fairly, but the natives are so treacherous 
that we have orders to shoot at sight any 


mative carrying a gun. One was giving our 


boys some water, and I discovered a bolo 
under his shirt, which I promptly took. It 
was about two feet long, and as sharp as a 
razor, yet he was flying a white flag in front 
of his house. A man’s only friend here is his 
gun. This war is a bed business, and I shall 
be glad to see the States again.”’ 


On a Lonely Post. 


Extracts from other letters are as follows: 

“San Pablo, Jan. 25.—I have been on guard 
for the last twenty-four hours, and have 
just come off. Yesterday was my birthday, 
but I did not know it until this morning. 
My post was in a rather unpleasant position. 
a quarter of a mile from the road in a field of 
young cocoanut palms. It was a strain on 
my nerves and this morning I am all tired 
out. It was as dark as pitch, and with the 
swaying of the immense’ leaves, in my 
imagination I could see bolo men every- 
where. The bolo men have an unpleasant 
Way of coming up behind, and they can 
throw the bolo fifteen or twenty feet as true 
as a bullet.” 


a 
Cavalry Takes a Town. 
“San Pablo, Jan. 26—Three troops of 


the Eleventh Cavalry have come in. They 


took a town seven miles from here and re- 
port insurgents as thick as bees around a 


hive. They could- hear English officers giv- . 


ing commands to insurgents, and the in- 
trenchments show superior engineering 
work. About forty shots were fired last 
night at prowling natives. ' 

“ At Indan we captured $10,000 in Mexican 
money. We have captured any amount of 
war ordnance, and have burned thousands 
of pounds of powder. I wish I could show 
you a canister shell of the natives which I 
opened. It was three inches in diameter and 
nine inches long, and was filled with bullets, 
pieces of lead, washers,bolt nuts, and smal] 
pieces of iron. A company of the Thirty- 
ninth came in last evening from San Tomas 
bringing 10,000 rounds of-ammunition. 

“I must stop writing now, as I want to 
Peel and cook some green bananas for din- 
ner. We have a roundabout way of making 
them taste like potatoes. By the way, be- 
fore I close, I got a swell pair of low patent 
leather shoes yesterday which just fit me, 
I shall mail them to the States, and if I get 

wear them at important functions.”’ 


Skirmish and Ambush. 


“ Tabayas, Feb. 3.—Since writing last we 
have come to this‘city, twenty-eight miles 
from San Pablo. We passed through one 
city which was burned to the ground. In 
the next town we struck we had a skirmish, 
in which about 200 shots were exchanged, 
but we soon put the natives to flight. 
Further on they attacked our rear guard, 
and just before getting here we had a third 
fight. In this fight’ Lieutenant B—— was 


' Shot in the knee and one.of the boys in the 


arm. L company went:to the coast for 
rations, and when three miles from here on 
their réturn were ambushed. ~The niggers 
shot One mule and we had-to abandon the 
Wagon, but later on recaptured the stuff. 

“ Ihave so much stuff toecarry lam afraid 
T shall have to dumpit. I have a native blow- 
sun, a number of bolos, native clothing, a

- Root’s Praise for Otis. 

Washington, D. C., May 5.—The order is- 
sued by the War department yesterday, re- 
lieving General Otis of the command in the 
Philippines and assigning General MacAr- 
thur thereto, concludes as follows: 

Major General Otis is relieved from command 
only in compliance with his own expressed wish. 
The President directs that this order record his 
high appreciation of that officer’s distinguished 
and successful services in the Philippine Islands 
in both civil and military administration. They 
entitle him to gratitude and honor from his coun- 
try. ELIHU ROOT, Secretary of War. 

General MacArthur, in addition to his du- 
tfes as Division Commander, will exercise 
the authority of Military ernor of the 
Philippines. 

Brigadier General William A. Kobbe, 
United States Volunteers, was today relieved 
as Military Governor of the Province of 
Albay, Luzon, and the Islands of Catan- 
duanes, Samar, and Leyte, and appointed 
Military Governor of the District of Min- 
danao and Jolo archipelago, to the garrisons 
and troops of which district he was assigned 
as commanding General. 

Brigadier General James M. Bell, United 
States Volunteers, has been appointed Mili- 
tary Governor of the Province of Camarines, 
Albay, and Sorsogon, Luzon, and of the 
small adjacent islands. The district will 
be known as “ The District of Southeast 
Luzon.”’ 

Suffrage for Natives. 

Secretary Root today sent to Congress @ 
copy of an order issued by General Otis and 
just received here, providing for a system of 
civil municipal government in the Philip- 
pines. The order says in part: 

For the first time the Philippine people are to 
exercise the right of suffrage of election of mu- 


nicipal officers.. With the municipalities a really 
autonomous and decentralized municipal govern- 


"ment will be established in the towns, since no 


provincial assembly is created in the capitals of 


the provinces or districts, and each municipality, 


is the legitimate administrator of the intérests < 
the town, and will keep, preserve, and expend f 
the public welfare the municipal funds. 


After further explaining the general pur- 


poses of the law, the order proceeds: 
A reading of the provisions of the law clearly 


demonstrates the purpose, tendencies, and benefi- 
cent intentions of the United States government, 


: , it is impossible to frame legal pro- 
een which are perfect, but these are suscepti- 
bie of future improvement in order that they meet 
future necessities and keep pace with the de- 
velopment in political knowledge of the Philippine 
people, with whom now rests the creation of mu- 
nicipalities which shall faithfully administer 
their interests and protect their rights and liber- 
ties. 

The electors “ must be male persons, 23 
years of age or over,” who have resided in 
the town six months and are not subjects 
of any foreign power. It also is a condition 
of being an elector that 4a person should 
have held one of certain designated offices, 
or pay 30 pesetos taxes annually, or speak, 


read, and write English and Spanish: 

The elector also must take and subscribe 
to an oath embodying the foregoing and 
stating: “I recognize and accept the su- 
xreme authority of the United States of 
‘\merica and will maintain true faith and 


allegiance thereto,” etc.

TALK OF SAMBON EXPERIMENT. 


Chicago Physicians Doubt It Will Be 
Shown Mal.rial Fever Is Due 
Only to Mosquitoes. 


Chicago physicians are interested in the 
proposed expedition to Italy by Drs. Louis 
Sambon and G. C. Low of London, to test 
the theory that madarial fever is attributable 
directly to the bites of mosquitoes, as told in 
Tue TRIBUNE yesterday. The two experts 
will go on June 1, to the Roman Campagna, 
described as one of the deadliest spots on 
earth. They will live in a mosquito-prooft 
house, and are confident that if they avoid 
wee bites of the insects they will not have the 

ever. 

“ The fact that malarial fever is conveyed 
by the bite of a mosquito Is alréady accept- 
ed,”’ said Dr. Alexander Steril. But inocu- 
lation may come from water or food. It is 
possible to place a piece of virgin sod under 
a glass and detect the germs on the under 
side. I do not think the expedition will 

ove anything more than is known already.” 
‘y Dr. Robert H. Harvey said: “ Dr. Celli, 
who occupies the same position In Rome 
that Dr. Reynolds does in Chicago, tong 
since demonstrated that fever germs were 
conveyed by the mosquitoes, and that inocti« 
lation resulted. The germs grow in the 
mosquito. The experiment will not prove 
that the bite of the mosquito Is the only way 
in which the disease may be contracted.” 

Dr. Francis McNamara said: “ The same 
experiments have been undertaken in Flori- 
da. There is no doubt the germs are cone 
veyed in the bite of mosquitoes.”’ 

Other physicians pointed out that during 
the Spanish-American war many cases of 
typhoid fever were thought to have been 
contracted from flies.

We hope 
that Chicagoans soon will be able to look 
down the city’s alleys, and in place of a jum- 
ble of refuse boxes and battered garbage 
cans, with waste material piled in heaps, 
may see an unobstructed thoroughfare. It 
is difficult to Keep an unpaved alley clean, 
but the removal of garbage receptacles Wil! 
be a great aid. We may get to have flower 
gardens in back yards, as they have in the 
City of Memphis.”

‘WORK OF THE COMMITTEES. 


Consolidation of Benevolences Consid- 
ered—Book Concern Affairs—Sub- 
stance of Memorials Presented. | 


Thé Committees that met yesterday were 
those on the Book Concern, Missions, Edu- 
eation; Church Extension, Sunday Schools 
and Tracts, and Freedmen’s Aid and South- 
ern ucation. 

The “Committee on the Book Concern re- 
ceived memorials asking for the consolida- 
tion of periodicals, for the removal of the 
depository and Western Christian Advocate 
from St. Louis to Kansas City, for the limit- 
ing of Bishops’, editors’, and book agents’ 
salaries to $3,000, for a new depository at 
Omaha, and for the transfer of the California 
depository to the Western branch of the 
Book Concern. 

The Committee on Education adopted a me- 
morial asking that a course of study pre- 
pared by the fifteen Bishops be inserted in 
the discipline. 

The Committee on Sunday Schools and 
Tracts considered a memorial proposing a 
uniform system in Sunday schools and to 
separate the secretaryship of the union, 
the eecretaryship of the Tract society, and 
the editorial work of both organizations into 
three departments. 


On Consolidation Question. 

The Committee on Freedmen’s Aid and 
Southern Education appointed a committee 
of five on consolidation, and expressed itself 
as averse to the proposition made in the 


home missions. 

The Committee on Missions held a long 
meeting in the afterncon, in which the ques- 
tion of consolidating the- church benevo- 
lences was thoroughly discussed. The chair 


five, consisting of Dr. A. B. Leonard as 
chairman, two lay and two ministerial del- 
egates, to confer with similar committees 
from the Committees on Church Extension 
and Freedmen’s Aid. Numerous sugges- 
tions were made to instruct the members of 
that subcommittee in regard to the sense of 
the general committee, but no agreement 
was reached, and the plan to instruct was 
laid on the table after a lively debate. 

At the meeting of the Committee on Church 
Extension the question of consolidating the 
church benevolences was freely discussed 
for three hours, but no definite result was 
reached. In compliance with a resolution 
passed by the committee the chairman ap- 
pointed the subcommittee to confer relating 
to the consolidation plan.

GAME BIRDS IN FIERCE BATTLE. 


Four Are Killed in Main in Van Buren 
Street, Near Francisco—Police 
Are Absent. 


Nine bloody chicken fights were “ pulled 
off’’ last night in a cock pit near Van Buren 
and Francisco streets. Game cocks fought 
and bled, urged on by the cheers and 
cries of 500 spectators. There was no in- 
terference by the Police department or the 
Humane society. Admission to the pit was 
through a saloon, thence through a hallway, 
down three dark flights of stairs, through a 
basement, and up a ladder into a small 
amphitheater. 

Nine birds owned on the North Side were 
pitted against as many from the South Side. 
Six of the nine events were won by:the North .

At the end of six minutes one cock fell 
dead. The torn victor was tucked into a 
sack. 

The South Side men who had lost the first 
event doubled their bets on the next fight 
when a snow-white speckled and a black 
shuffier were tossed into the pit. The suc- 
ceeding fights were repetitions of the first. 
Time was allowed between the fights for the 
crowd to find its way back through the 
labyrinth of stairs and byways to the sa- 
loon. 

The main was free from police-interfer- 
ence and the spectators came and went in 
strings. It was discussed in the saloon, in 
the street, and the neighborhood, but no 
alarms were raised during its progress.

Police Captain Cassidy of South Bend, 
Ind., Talks of Mrs. Martha J.

Clifford Mathias, Elkhart, Ind., Says 
He Is One of the Heirs to a 
$61,000,000 Estate. 


A portion of a $61,000,000 estate in Bailti- 
more is claimed by Clifford Mathias of Elk- 
hart, Ind. The estate consists of many 
acres in Canton Park, Baltimore, and was 
left by John Wood Platt, who leased the land 
in 1800, for ninety-nine years. When Mr. 
Platt died he left his estate in the hands of 
trustees, who began a settlement in 1895. 
Descendantsof Mr. Platt, who bear the name 
of Yant, a branch of the heirs to which Mr. 
Mathias bélongs, are said to be numerous in 
the middle West. 

The heirs are anxious to learn the name 
of a man who advertised in the papers in 1895 
and 1896, as it is thought he can afford some 
assistance in the efforts béing made by the 
Yant branch of the heirs to get hold of their 
portion of the estate. Mr: Mathias’ repre- 
sentative {s In Chicago at present. 

Advices from the Philadelphia branch of 
the family seem to indicate that the De 
Havens, who are descendants of old Jacob 
De Haven of Susquehanna, Pa., s00n will 
come into.their dues from the government. 
In 1777 Jacob De Haven, who spelled his 
name Kaahaben, loaned General Washing- 
ton $50,000, which has never been returned. 
George W. De Haven, Wabash avenue and 
Thirty-fifth street, is one of the Chitago 
heirs. The claim now amounts to nearly 


$3,000,000, 

Arcola, Ill., May 5.~[Special.]—Arcola can 
produce one heir to the government legacy 
due the De Haven family. Mrs. Daniel 
Davis, who resides here, is the great grand- 
daughter of the De Haven who loaned the 
government $50,000 in Washington's day, 
and which, with the accrued interest, has 
grown to $3,000,000. Another heir and 
former resident of Arcola is J. M. De Haven, 
now livi at Dahlgren, Ill., and who is a 
brother .

Inculcating humane principles in children

The consequence was that 
in no instance was it shown that any dog was 
captured except those who were legally en- 
titled to be taken. During 1899 41,000 dog 
licenses were issued, as compared to 39,500 
the previous year. 

“ Experiments in the use of coal and [l- 
luminating gas to kill dogs have been made 
with satisfactory results, and should no bet- 
ter means be found this agent may be tried 
this year, A new building for the purpose is 
about to be erected in Twenty-sixth street, 
on bridewell land, but will not be finished 
until Aug. 1.”

INSPECTOR SCHUBERT CALLS FoR 
MORE HELP IN HIS WORK, 


Since the Reduction of Force from Sj, 
Offending Chimneys—Wants Nine 


Men to Locate Law-Breaking Fun. 
nels and Prosecute Their Owners. 


Overtime. 


Out of the clouds of smoke that hang over 
the city comes a voice of distress. It is the 
voice of Smoke Inspector John C. Schubert, 
His force has been reduced and he now hag 
but three men, where he formerly had six, 
although nine, he says, is the number he 
should have. Three smoke inspectors args 
not enough, Mr. Schubert says, to enable him 
properly to detect all the smoke that hoverg 


over the city. 

Under the old régime, when the smoke in. 
spectors were men détailed from the Sani- 
tary Inspection staff, Mr. Schubert wag 
given six men to do the work of locating the 
chimneys that smoked and making them 
stop. Then the new ordinance was passed 
and three men regularly catalogued and car. 
ried on the pay roll were assigned to him as 
his corps of assistant smoke inspectors. 
These men are James Bish, Otto Palmer, 
and John De Lacy. Mr. Schubert declares 
that they have grown stiff-necked through 
long hours of weary rubbering at the tops 
of suspicious chimneys. They have no relief 
in sight when they are weary, but must 
needs remain and inspect all day and part 
of the night. 


Smoking Chimneys Are Crafty. 

The chimneys, too, are craftier than the 
fox and wiser than the serpent, say the in- 
spectors. They have learned to be well be- 
haved as long as the inspector is gazing at 
them, but as soon as he turns his back and 
goes away they belch forth great pitiless 
clouds of soot, ashes, and fire that would 
make Vesuvius blush with shame. Mr. 
Schubert himself says he has to stay all the 


those who are offended by the chimneys. He 
has to put down all the names and addresses 
of the smoking chimneys and send out the 


offending chimneys in the act. 

The smoking chimneys are classified by 
the inspectors into several categories. There 
is the hardened offender that throws out 
great sooty clouds all the time and doesn’t 
care who knows it. Then there is the chim- 
ney that behaves nicely in the day time, but 
towards evening, when the inspector is at 
dinner and no one is looking, sends out soot 
and smoke enough to asphyxiate the whole 
neighborhood. These chimneys are called 
the porch climbers of their class and are 
hard to catch. Being obliged to deal with 
them with only three men, while the police 
force has two or three thousand, Mr. Schu- 
bert thinks unfair. 


Inspector Schubert’s Dream. 

If there were more smoke detectives, Mr. 
Schubert says, his office could be conducted 
on regular oplice lines. An offending chimney 
could be arrested on suspicion and dragged 
before a camera and mugged just as sup- 
posed criminals are, and then when a dense 
cloud of smoke pervades the down-town 
streets and blots out the noonday sun; and 
sends the chickens in the commission houses 
in South Water street to their roost the 
sinoking rogues’ gallery could be overhauled, 
and by throwing out a large force of smoke 
detectives and drawing a het about the 
smoke-burdened district the criminal chim- 
ney might be run to earth. Meantime Mr. 
Schubert will “‘ smoke up.”

During the last two years\China has as- 
sumed a position of retfogression in all mat- 
ters pertaining to foreigners. Until then the 
reformers entertained great hopes that 
China had awakened at last from its long 
slumber and that future progress would be 


rapid and permanent. Edicts had been is- 
sued recommending the most radical re- 
forms, the old forms of education were to 


give place to modern methods, colleges were 


to be established in all the proyinces with 
a central university in Peking. The Em 
peror took keen interest in ‘these matters, 
and demanded copies of all the principal 
translations and publications of scientific 
and religious books. Then the ultra-con- 
servative Mandarins became alarmed, se- 
cured the approval of the Empress Dowager, 
and checked the nation’s progress. Six 
progressive young men were beheaded with- 
out trial and the chief reformer escaped 
only by placing himself under British pro- 
tection. The most evident and immediate 
result of this backward movement has ap- 
peared in the boldness and aggressiveness 
of those opposed to foreignérs. Secret so- 
cieties were formed to drive the ** intrud- 
ers’’ from the coun They began their 
work by attacking native Christians who 
were supposed to be emissaries of the gor- 
eigners, and threatened after the interior 
had been rid of the resident missionaries to 
drive all foreigners from the open ports. 
But this retrogressive movement cannot 
long continue. China, once aroused and gov- 
erned by progressive ideas, will present the 
finest field in the world for commercial en- 
terprise. Its mines of coal, iron, and pre- 
cious metals are almost inexhaustible and 
practically have never been touched. Mod- 
ern methods with the Increased facilities of 
travel and intercourse that railways will 
provide will produce wonderful results.

FAMINE STRICKEN 


Bombay Presidency is under the rule of a 
Governor appointed by the. Queen, subject, 
of course, to the supreme authority of the 
Viceroy, who is also appointed by the crown. 
It is the smallest of the four Presidencies, 
but one of the most important on accouht of 
its territorial position. Bombay City is its 
capital, and the chief emporium of the coast. 
The district is included in the famine area, 
and is just now undergoing one of the most 
unfortunate experiences ever known in the 
way of famine and plague. For the relief of 
those suffering from lack of food the govern- 
ment pays about two cents a day for each 
of the 4,000,000 people supported. Private 
benevolence is doing much in relieving the 
distress of the people, which is scarcely les- 
gened by the relief measures of the govern- 
ment. Much has to be done yet to make the 
relief measures thoroughly effective, and to 
prevent wholesale starvation all over India.

They live in villages, in mud huts, with roofs 
of bamboo and tile or thatch. Fields sur- 

round these villages, and during the great- 
er part of the year men, women, and chil- 
dren spend most of their time at work in the 
fields. Most of the land is held by native 
landlords, who rent it to the villagers in 
small lots, which are not large enough to 
support the holders. The people eke out a 
living by working for the landlords, and are 
paid daily in grain. -When the harvests 
are good the common people can secure 
enough coarse food to give them one meal 
@ day. In 1897 and 1890 the monsoon failed, 
causing widespread failure of the harvests 
and famine, which involves, not only north- 
ern India, but also Rajiputana, central, and 
western India, the central provinces, Bombay 
Presidency, and other districts. More than 
60,000,000 are famine-stricken, and nearly, 
6,000,000 are being supported by. the In- 
dian government. The famifie must continue 
to grow worse every day until the next har- 
vest in October. The Indian government 
and the missionaries are doing all in their 
power to save the lives of the millions of 
starving men, women, and children, and we 
sincerely hope that the Christian Americans 
will help us in this work of charity..

FINANCIAL SCANDALS IN LONDON 
CAUSE MUCH DISTRUST. 


Attorneys Handling Trust Funds Often 
Prove Defaulters—One Great Firm 
Now in Severe Difficulties—Members 
of Bar About to Take Some Action— 
Countess Warwick Makes a Scath- 
ing Attack on Society for Taking Up 
the “ Merely Rich.” |

LONDON, May 5.—A succession of finan- 
clal scandals, in which firms of lawyers of 
high repute have been found misappropriat- 
ing trust funds given to them for investment 
has so gravely shaken public confidence in 
the legal profession that its members are 
starting an inquiry to frame safeguards 
under which money shall in the future be in- 
trusted to family lawyers. 

Hitherto it has been a common custom 
with wealthy people, especially women and 
aristocratic county families, to place money 
for investment in the hands of their lawyers, 
trusting them so fully that they never 
thought of asking even to see the securities 
bought with it. Recently four or five firms 
of the highest standing have become in- 
solvent, and when the moneys intrusted to 
them by their clients were demanded it was 
found the lawyers had been paying interest 
on imaginary securities for years, the prin- 
cipal having been squandered in extrava- 
gant living or speculation. 

One firm failed the other day for $3,000,- 
000, having embezzled the fortunes of 
numerous clients; who, are now left penni- 
less. London was startled today by the 
news that another great firm of family 
lawyers is in severe difficulties. The legal 
profession is so much worried over the ef- 
fect of these scandals that an attempt is 
being made to bolster up the latest tottering 
firm, but it is believed the liabilities are so 
large as to render failure certain. 

The family attorney has been one of th 
great English institutions, and this under- 
mining of confidence has caused a run upon 
them similar to that upon a suspected bank. 
Some firms have sought to reassure their 
clients’ by sending out circulars, asking 
them to inspect the securities they hold for 
them, but in other cases where frightened 
clients have demanded the production of 
their securities: none are in existence. In 
their own interest many clients are hushing 
up these scandals as the only hope of get-

Humorist in Speech in London Says He 
Thinks There Are Not Yet 
Enough Candidates.

LONDON, May 5.—All London is laughing. 
over Mark Twain's speech of Wednesday 
night in response to the toast “ Literature ” 
at the Royal Literary Fund banquet. Fol- 
lowing Anthony Hope, Twainisaid: 

** Mr. Hope has been able to deal adequate- 
ly with this toast without assistance from 
me. Still, I was born generous. If he had 
advanced any theories that needed refuta- 
tion or correction I would have attended to 
them, and if he had made any statements 
stronger than those which he Is in the habit 
of making I would haye dealt with them. 

“In fact, I was surprised at the mildness 
of his statements. I could not have made 
such statements if I had preferred to, be- 
cause exaggerate is the only way I can 
approximate to the truth. You cannot have 
a theory without principles. Principles is 
another name for prejudices. I have no 
prejudices in politics, religion, literature, or 
anything else. 

“Tam now on my way to my own country 
to run for the Presidency because there are 
not yet enough candidates in the fleld and 
those who have entered are too much ham- 
pered by their own principles, which were 
prejudices. 

**I propose to go there to purify the polit- 
ical atmosphere. I am in favor of every- 
thing everybody is in favor of. What you 
should do Is to satisfy the whole nation, not 
half of it, for then you would only be half 
a President. 

“There could not be a broader platform 
than mine. I am in favor of anything and 
everything—of temperance and intemper- 
ance, morality and qualified immorality, gold 
standard and free silver. 

“I have tried all sorts of things, and that 
is why I want to try the great position of 
ruler of a country. I have been editor, pub- 
lisher, author, lawyer, burglar. I have 
worked my way up, and wish to doso.._ 

“TI read today in @ magazine article that 
christendom issued last year 55,000 new 
books. Consider what that means. Fifty- 
five thousand new books meant 54,000 new 
authors. We are going to have them all on 
our hands to take care of sooner or later.

Victories with but Little 
Sacrifice of Life.

Complacent View of Afri- 
can Situation. 


BULLER GAINS IN RESPECT 


CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY A. J. WILSON, } 

LONDON, May 5.—At last something 
cheerful has come from the seat of war in 
south Africa, and for the first time since 
Lord Roberts entered Bloemfontein, nearly 
two months ago, there appears to be good 
ground for the expectation that the British 
forces will reach Pretoria long before Christ- 
mas. 

Happily, also, no great amount of blood~ 
shed has marked the progress of our forces, 
but our victories have been none the less 
substantial for all that. By using his 
enormously superior forces with prudence 
and common sense, Lord Roberts has suc- 
cessively turned the enemy out of the vari- 
ous strong positions they held north and 
east of his headquarters, first of all having 
cleared them out of the southwest portion 
of the Free State, or as good as cleared. 
.No doubt it would have gratified us much 


-more had he been able to surround and 


capture some of General Betha’s fighting 
men, but they were too nimble for him, be-~- 
ing apparently possessed of a leader as 
skillful in the strategy of defense as Lord 
Roberts is the offensive. 

Nearly half the Orange Free State terri- 
tory, however, is now in the grasp of the 
British, the southern half right across, with 
the exception of a strip of territory along 
the Basutoland border, which will doubtless 
be cleared of the enemy within the next few 
days. 

Marching to Mafeking. * 

On west, also, good progress has been

Were General Buller like- 
wise to come up from Natal, a converging

Unfortunately, transport and provender 
for man and beast still remain the govern- 
ing factors in the military situation, and 
it is improbable that Lord Roberts can make 
rapid progress toward the Transvaal bor- 
der for some little time. He is sure not to 
again trust small parties of his force in out- 
lying positions to be pounced on by daring 
bands of the enemy. 


Why Buller Is Quiet. 
Dissatisfaction has been increasing for som¢ 
time at the inactivity of the Natal army 
It springs from our ignorance, not only of 
the Commander-in-Chief’s plans, but of the 
enormous difficulties that will beset any 
force attempting to pehetrate through the 
passes of the Drakensberg. Probably 


‘enough, as alleged, Lord Roberts with his 


usual humanity has forbidden General Bul- 
ler to risk the lives of his men in useless 
dashes on the Boer lines and forts, and it 
would be reasonable enough that he should 
give this order, because the same effect will 
be produced by his advance northward on 
the Boer defenses pf the Drakensberg passes 
that followed his movement on Bloemfon- 
tein. That is to say, the Boers will be com- 
pelled to forsake their eastern frontier or 
to leave it only so slenderly guarded that 
there will be no difficulty in our troops 
forcing their way through. The Boers must 
quit in order to avoid being taken, both in 
front and rear, between our forces, each of 
which should largely outnumber -theirs. 
Thus it will seem that in the last fortnight 
a considerable amount of quiet progress has 
been made, and although the end of-the war 
has not yet been brought in sight, the ap- 
parent helplessness of our position as in- 
vaders has given place to some confidence 
that our future progress will be less check- 
ered by disasters than in the past. 


Persecuting the Dutch. 
In other respects the south African situa- 
tion does not improve. In Cape Colony, as 
far as I can gather, things are going steadily 
from bad to worse. Things look to the com- 
plete submission of Governor Sir Alfred 
Milner to the dictates of the grab-all party, 
headed by Cecil Rhodes. It has heen no- 
ticeable throughout the present struggle, 
just as was through the American war for 
independence, that the bitterest attack on 
the Dutch Huguenot Tarmers, the most say- - 
age methods ef warfare employed against 
them, and the most unscrupulous lies cir- 
culated to their despite have come from or 
have been practiced by the so-called loyal 
colonists.

the Declaration This County Can 
Afford to Lese the Yellow Metal.

New York. 3 ‘May 5.—[ Specia fal.J—Looking 
backward over two years’ history of the 
stock market it is impossible to find a period 
wherein public apathy was more marked 
and professional timidity more singular 
than during the week ended today. This 
was the dullest Saturday within the memory 
of old traders and the total of transactions 
barely aggregated 100,000 shares. About 
one-fifth of this business was in Sugar and 
Long Island railway shares. Frequently 
during the week the total of a day's trans- 
was less than 300,000 shares.. De- 
ucting the swapping of stocks between 
floor traders, the course of prices is seen to 
have no significance. There is little left on 
which to. base an opinion of future values. 

Various explanations are’ advanced to ac- 
count for this temporary paralysis of specu- 
lative interests. One of these is the gold ex- 
ports, which began in a rather uncertain 
manner, and are likely to continue in de- 
fiance of expert estimates. Opinions as to 
the extent of yellow metal shipments are- 
conflicting. 

Optimistic bankers” have caused them- 
selves to’ be quoted to the effect that this 
country can spare to Europe $50,000,000 in 
gold without suffering a disturbance of the 
stock market, but these reassuring state- 
ments do not rob the movements of gold of 
either terror or delight, according as one is 
on the long or short side of the market. 


Gold Movement Disturbing. 

There is no denying the fact that the sub- 
ject of gold movements engages the pro- 
found attention of Wall street, and what- 
ever may be the ultimate extent of exports 
the uncertainty which has thus far attend, 
ed shipments to Europe is in some measure 
responsible for the extraordinary dullness 
in the stock market. Bull and bear argu- 
ments are about evenly divided in-strength, 
and, as one js inclined, it is easy to supple-- 
ment judgment with logical opinions. 

Other explanations of the lack of ag- 
gressiveness on the part of professionals and 
the disinclination -of the public to enter the 
market are the approaching Presidential 
compaign, which supplies a reason for cau- 
tious procedure; the uncertainties of the 
agricultural outlook; and the frequency of 
labor troubles throughout the country. In 
addition to these things there is carried over 
a measure of shaken confidence, due to the 
late manipulation of American .Steel. and 


it is a doteworthy fact that throughout the 
week .there has been no pressure tp gell. 
The market has been limited ip an uncom- 
mon degree, and the inference is drawn that 
the heaviest holders of stocks are men of 
wealth, who can afford to bide their time 
for higher prices. Had it been otherwise, a 
disastrous downward movement might eas- 
ily have occurred, because the demand was 
not at any time sufficiently strong to coun- 


Sugar the Feature. 


‘Sugar furnished the market with ite most 
important speculative feature, The sugar 
pool adopted tactics highly satisfactory to 
room traders, who were allowed to see-saw 
the market at their will-except when the 
manipulating interests stepped in to rescue 
the market from dangerous predicament. . 

There were many opportunities for profits 
in short turns, and although the range of 
prices was not wide fluctuations were 


fascinating, and day Sugar 
supplied the “bulk of activity in the 
market. Its net loss for the week was two 
and one-quarter points, but this cannot be 
accepted as significant of future movements. 

Forecasts of the bank statement were not 
altegether favorable, and when it appeared 
today the most striking movement was seen 
to have been in the loan account, which in- 
creased $13,000,000. This is the largest. ex- 
pansion during the'current year, excepiina

Plan to Abolish Traveling Agents Un-

The scheme ‘of the of ‘the. 
great railway systems to follow up the 
abolition ‘of ticket commissions by 
abandoning the offices of traveling 

passenger and freight agents ia not likely to 
go through at the present time.’ Most of the 
large Western rodds are disinclined to enter 
into an agreement of that kind so long aa 
pooling is not permitted, alleging that as 
long as the roads competé with each other. 
the services of traveling freight and passen- 
ger agents cauid mot be-dispensed with. 

It is estimated that 5,000 travelirg freight 
and passenger agents are employed by the 
various roads in this country. Their salar- 
ies averaging about $100 a month each, and 
|} the traveling expenses about an equal 
amount. The aggregate expenses for all 
the roads, therefore, amounts to about 
$1,000,000 a month, but the expense far the 
individual roads is not heavy. The Chicago 
and Northwestern, for instance, employs 
only twenty-five of these men, which, at an 
average expense of $200 each a month, would 
entail an aggregate expense of only $5,000, 
and on smaller roads the expense ig much 
lighter. 

These men, it ts claimed, earn their salar- 
ies and the expense inmvelved five times 
They work up an immense amount of 
business for their respective roads, and see 
to it that the line for which they are work- 
ing secures a fair share of the business. Be- 
sides, they earn their salaries by acting as 
| detectives, discovering underhanded prac- 
tices and rate-cutting on the part of some of 
the roads, and being instrumental in stop- 
ping irregularities of that kind. 

Of course the idea of the big financial] in- 
terests which now control the leading rail- 
road, systems is to bring about the forma- 
tion of a gigantic pool that will prevent all 

competition between the roads, and, thus 
make the services of traveling freight and 
passenger agents unnecessary. 


Ticket Agents’ Salaries.

was never still; little streams of humanity 
poured in all directions, winding in and out, 
the largest streams flowing into the betting 
ring on one side and out the other, and then 
flowing on the paddock. The clubhouse lawn 
was bright with color. Hundreds of pretty 
‘women handsomely gowned sat upon the 
benches or walked about to keep warm. 

The weather was ideal for racing, but too 
cold for comfort, the breezes that blew from 
off the sound being laden with the last 
breath of the reluctantly departing winter. 

The women were constant visitors to the 
paddock and many a*daughter of the 400 
spoke enthusiastically of the clean-limbed 
equine aristocrats who walked stolidly about 
the paddock or who reared and plunged in 
nervous excitement, scenting the coming 
fray and anxious to be init. Pretty women 
talked horse and clasped their hands in 
delight as some horse would, with mincing 
steps, pass them. 

It was crowded in the grand stand, crowd- 
ed on the lawn, and crowded in the club- 
house, but it was packed in the betting ring, 
Those outside had their coat collars turned 
up and their coats buttoned across the chest, 
but those inside sweltered and swore as they 
pushed and fought their way about the ring 
from bookmaker to bookmaker. Even while 
they pushed and fought a bell rang telling 
that the horses were at the post. Immedi- 
ately there was a rush for the stand, and 
soon that was jammed as the ring had been. 

Three times this bell rang and three times 
horses started and finished, and there was 
but little cheering, for the whole crowd was 
waiting for the great race—the Metropolitan 
Handicap. At last it came. The trumpet 
sounded boots and saddles at 4:15 and imme- 
diately there was a rush to the stand from 
all quarters of the grounds. Every one 
wished to be where he could see. Hundreds 
of handsome women climbed upon the 
benches in front of the clubhouse to watch 
the great battle. 


Horses Come Out for the Race. 


The gate of the paddock was thrown out 
and the horses started out in the order in 
which they were numbered on the program. 
Contestor came first and was unnoticed, a 
plebeian among aristocrats and at 60 to lin 
the betting. Then Ildrim, owned by H. 
Eugene Leigh, a son of Kingston, came. 
Survivor was next and then Waring. A few 
hands were clapped, for he had friends. 
Kilmarnock came and the crowd cheered, 
for here was an aristocrat, a $30,000 horse, 
bought by W. C. Whitney to run in this 
race. Half Time and Raffaelo passed with- 
out notice, but another cheer went up when 
Box, Voter, and Ethelbert ambled by. 
“Ethelbert! Ethelbert! Ethelbert!’ was 
bawled from many throats, for Perry Bel- 
mont’s good son of Eothen was the favorite. 
Then there was cheering for old Imp, the 
game black mare who ran so well last year, 
the Suburban winner of 1599. 

They had all nearly passed the stand when 
Kilmarnock bolted into the fence that sep- 
arated the Eclipse and the Withers course 
and knocked down a section. There was a 
moment of anxiety, but then it was over, for 
the good son of Sir Dixon was unhurt. 

They turned and repassed the stand and 
galloped away to the starting place in the 
chute. They behaved, and at 4:20 Starter 
Fitzgerald dropped the flag to an excellent 
start. 

Half Time's white nose showed in front, 
Ethelbert, the favorite, was second, and 
Box was third. Kilmarnock was ninth, yet 
not half of a length separated the front 
and the last horse. Suddenly there was a 
groan sent up from the stand. Ethelbert 
was falling back.

He was now at Iidrim’s saddle girths, with 
Imp at his side, and Iidrim was passed, and 
in front was Waring. They reached him, 
Imp still hanging at Ethelbert’s haunches. 
Waring was passed, Contestor was 
and only Voter was ahead. 

“Imp! Imp!” 

“Ethelbert! Look at him run. Come on 
you, Ethelbert.” . 

And Ethelbert and Imp_answered with a 
rush. They seemed to be running before, 
now they seemed to be fiying. It was a 
grand show of speed. 

Voter Gives It Up. 

But Voter heard them coming, and Spen- 
cer, leaning far out, gave him his head. He 
met the rush and held his lead by a head. 
On they went, almost like a train; but the 
speed was telling. Voter hung on to thethree- 
quarters, and then slowly Imp and Ethel- 
bert forged ahead. At the three-quarters 
Voter led, while Contestor and Waring had 
shot their bolt. Kilmarnock was still tenth, 
being hard ridden by Odom, who was urging 
him with whip and spur. He was making 
up ground on the outside, but even his most 
enthusiastic backers saw that he was out 
of the running. Now Box began to move up. 
He came with a rush, and, passing Iidrim, 
Contestor, and Waring, set sail after the 
leaders. 

Now the multitude sent up cheers, howls, 


yells, and cries: ‘“‘Imp!” “ Ethelbert!” 
‘** Box! Box!’’ Such a mixture that no one 
could hear. 


The horses rounded gnto the stretch and 
Ethelbert’s head showed in front and the 
crowd's joy became a delirium. Maher was 
sitting still and gently urging his game 
mount, who responded nobly. Imp raced at 
his neck, and Waring was a close third, 
hanging on with bulldog courage, under whip 
and spur, to the saddle skirts of the black 


mare. 

Now Ethelbert began to drkw away, and it 
was time, for out of the dust behind there 
came a rush, and Box, passing horse after 
horse, rushed on. Box plunged forward, his 
long strides spurned the ground until it 
seemed to fly away behind. He reached Imp, 
and then came thecry: ‘“‘ Look at Kilmar- 
nock!” and away back from the rear came 
the son of Sir Dixon. He wasrunning. The 
other horses seemed standing still. He 
passed them one after the other, and for a 
moment not a sound could be heard. 

Ethelbert Draws Away. 

There in front, not a hundred yards away, 
was the wire. Was the distance enough? 
Could he make it? it seemed that he might, 
and the crowd waited. But no; Ethelbert, 
Box, and Imp were too far away, and the 
crowd turned away from Kilmarnock. 
Ethelbert was running easy and drawing 
away. Box and Imp fought every inch of 
the way for the place. Neck and neck under 
whip and spur they raced, while Kilmarnock 
passed another horse or two and crowded 
nearer. Then condition told, and Box 
showed in front of Imp. 

Ethelbert dashed under-the wire the 
eastest ‘kind of a winner by 
lengths, while Box just under the wire 
forced himself in front of Imp by a head. 
Imp was a length and a half in front of 
Survivor, who was a length in front of Kil- 
marnock, who had by desperate riding been 
placed fifth by little Odom. 

Mr. Beimont was happy after the race and 
said that the result was just what he ex- 
pected. 

Mr. Whitney took the defeat of his horse 
philosophically and said he would do better 
next time.

GossiP OF THE DERBY: AND OTHER 
HORSE TALK AT LOUISVILLE. 


Lieutenant Gibson Has No Three-Year- 
Old Rival There Unless Highland 
Lad Should Improve—His Fine Con- 
ditioning at Trainer Hughes’ Hands 
—Better than Advance Guard—Pat 
Dunne to Ship His Stable to Haw-

Louisville, Ky., May 5.—[{Special.}—After 
the running of a classic of the turf there is 
always @ pardonable enthusiasm in_ the 
hearts of the people over the winner, 
they are apt to overrate him. and put him 
in a class where he does not belong. But 
in the case of Lieutenant Gibson, I believe 
all that was claimed for him after the run- 
ning of the Kentucky Derby will be evi- 


- denced in his running this summer. 


At that I do not think he will ever run a 
much better race than. he did on Thursday, 


’ and those owners and trainers who are fig- 


uring on beating him in future races may 
take the Kentucky Derby performance as a 


- correct line on the colt. True, it was his first 


time out and there are few racehorses that 
show their worth in the first trial of the year, 
put unless I am much mistaken Lieutenant 
Gibson was perfectly fitted for that race ata 
mile and @ quarter, and his private work had 
prepared him as completely as if he had 
run half a dozen public races. He is the 
kind of horse that will and does work in 
private, and Charlie Hughes had him just 

The night before the Kentucky Derby was 
run a trainer said to me “ Gibson ~<a all 
the class of his race, and he ought to win it, 
but I doubt whether Charlie Hughes is the 
man to prepare a horse for a début in a 
stake againet horses that have been hard- 
ened by races.”’ 

Hughes is as much to be praised for the 
winning of the Kentucky race as the horse 
himself. Lieutenant Gibson did not have a 
pound of superfluous flesh on him. It was 
the fact that he had not yet shown this sea- 
son that made him at one time as good as 
even money in the betting. But after he 
came out for the preliminary canter, and 
the trainers had a look at him, it was agreed 
that all the notions concerning him had been 
wrong, and that he looked now like a one to 
ten shot. And he did. He was more finely 


drawn than any horse in the field, more so . 


than Florizar with all his races behind him. 
Highland Lad looked like a well-fed cart- 
horse beside him, and Hindus resembled, in 
comparison with the winner, a Percheron 
stallion. 

Being fit, he ran a great race, and it is be- 
cause of this evident fitness for the mile and 
@ quarter task set him that I say he may 
not run a better race during the season. 


Fit American Derby Favorite. 

Chicago’s chief interest in this colt lies in 
the fact that he is the favorite for the Ameri- 
can Derby. Until some other colt engaged in 
that event comes out and shows real race- 
horse quality, we must permit Gibson to hold 
his place as favorite, for if he had class right 
to it before the Kentucky Derby, he now has 
the right of form, and I do not think a 3-year- 
old will soon run such a race as he did on 
Thursday. 

It was a great run in more senses than one. 
In the other races of that day the last quar- 
ters were slow. Weariness was partly the 
cause, but the stiff wind right in the breasts 
of horses was in no small measure responsi- 
ble. Gibson finished the mile at the head of 
the stretch in 1:40 8-5, and then he faced the 
wind without a diminution of speed, and 
went on the first next furlong so as to make 

the mile and a furlong in 1:52, and the jast 
furlong so as to put the entire distance down 
in 2:06%. At. theaend he was running asifhe 


had been no further than half a mileandasif- 


he would have found another quarter of a 

mile no task. | 
Of course not much can be said of the 
field behind him, and, after all, the only true 
test of a horse's quality lies in the quality 
which he is able to put after him in a race. 
But those horses that had beaten good 
horses were scarcely a-quantity when he 
met them, and his victary was so decisive 
that he appeared to be alone in the race. 
‘No matter how fast the Louisville track 
was that day he ran a fast race. Had there 
been no wind and had the weather been 
warmer he surely would have gone the dis- 
tance in 2:05, if that sort of clip had been 
necessary to his winning. oe 
I am writing this but a few days before 

another task will be asked of him, and in 
next Sunday’s TRIBUNE I may be compelled 
to take back all I say in this letter. Next 

. Thursday Lieutenant Gibson will be a start- 
er in the Clark Stake. That race is for 3- 
year-olds, and is a furlong shorter than the 
Derby—or a mile and a furlong. But in the 
Derby Lieutenant Gibson carried only 117 
pounds whereas in the Clark he will have 
to take up a five-pound penalty, bringing 

* his weight to 127 pounds. Fiorizar will 
carry the same impost. as in the Derby— 
namely: 122 poynds--while the others will 
be weighted as they were in the Blue Rib- 
bon event. 


Highland Lad a Good One, 

Now, it may be that at the shorter dis- 
tance, and with a prospective improvement 
in some of the Derby starters that finished 
behind Lieutenant Gibson, a different story 
may have to be told with regard to the Clark 
siakes. But I will need a lot of convincing 
tc lead me away fromthe Derby winner. As 
I saw the starters in Thursday’s race and 
their superb contest for the prize, there was 
only one horse in the lot that deserved to 
rank along with Lieutenant Gibson in the 
matter of class, and that was Highland Lad. 

This colt has the record of an unlucky 
2-year-old season behind him, in which, 
while off most of the year, he, at this, showed 
first-class scintillations of speed. But in 
the Derby he was undeniably on the big 
While he ran two or three times at 
Memphis, and was trained there, yet his 
preparation was not as prolonged nor as thor- 
ough as that of Lieutenant Gibson. He has 
the make-and build of a racehorse, but he 
still carries too much flesh, as was to be 
expected from a horse that was not in con- 
tinuous training last year, and he will need 
to fine down anywhere from 100 to 200 pounds 
Defore he can be expected to develop his 
Speed and to carry it even over the shorter 
‘route of the Clark Stakes. 

Still horses are not machines that can be 
differentiated with mathematica] precision, 
and it may be well to remember that at the 
end of the mile in the Derby Highland Lad 
had as much speed as anything else in the 
race, not even excepting Lieutenant Gibson. 
It was that last quarter that told on him. 
He was not screwed up to the point of stay- 
ing the route and he was beaten. 

To my thinking, and I observed the Derby 
candidates in their preliminary and in the 
paddock, not another one of them, good colts 
that they may be, outside of Highland Lad, 
can hope to put up a contest with Lieutenant 
Gibson in. the Clark Stakes. The son of 
G. W. Johnson beat’ his field so easily and 
proved his quality so conclusively, that to 
expect his beaten company to turn the ta- 
bles on him can only be the harboring of a 
Speculative delusion, unless one may ex- 
pect a remarkable degree of improvement 
in some of the Derby starters. 

Personally I do not believe any of them can 


_ Ff ever will improve enough to beat him, un- 


less it may be Highland Lad. I much doubt 
whether Mr. Scoggan’s colt will gather up 
enough staying power in the few remaining 
days to make the argument worth while 
when the Clark Stakes is run’ and yet there 
is the possibility. And so I must narrow 
the Clark preference down to the Derby win- 
ner, giving him an odds-on chance in ad- 
vance, and only conceding a possibility of 
contention from the Highland Lad quarter. 
Scoggan thinks he has a good colt in Fiort- 
Zar. Hie certainly has a strong one, with the 
Samest of hearts, but the colt that was so

leans can hardly be expected to get into the 
front rank. He is extensively engaged about 
Chicago and will win races there, but he can 
Safely be cut out of any American Derby 
Calculations. Of the two colts in the Scog- 
gan ownership I had much rather pin my 

th to the growthy Highland Lad. How- 
ever, next Thursday’s race will tell us much, 
@hd if Lieutenant Gibson does then what I 
how believe he will do, he may be regarded 
@s the legitimate Derby favorite and the 
best colt in the West. 

If Charles Head Smith was unduly elated 
Over Thursday’s victory he did not show it. 
He watched the race in an indifferent sort 
Of fashion, and after it was over and he was 
Standing at the paddock gate receiving the 
Congratulations of his friends he merely 
smiled a bit and thanked everybody. Charlie 
Hughes did not look as if he had done any- 

to speak of. His confidence in his colt 


was so absolute that he took the winning as 
a matter of course. 

After the race he said: “ These people all 
came here to see a Derby and a real Derby 
horse and they have had a run for their 
money. I wanted to show them how it could 
be done from end to end, but I could just as 
well have made Lieutenant Gibson wait and 
have him come from behind.”’ 

Those of us who are not in the habit of 
owning or training Derby winners have a 
notion that we would rise up Indian fashion 
and give a yell that could be heard to the 
Mississippi! River, and when these blasé 
men of the turf take a great victory so 
quietly, one is inclined to resent it. 

Nobody can say he was sorry to see Lieu- 
tenant Gibson win, but, personally, I would 
have liked to see Hiram Scoggan gather in 
the prize. Scoggan belongs to the old school. 
He is a Kentuckian whose fondness for 
horses ig his reason for being a turfman. 


Kind Words for Scoggan. 


The Scoggans are old im the business and 
their turf lives have been full of honor and 
plenty with honorable turf victories. When 
there were the two brothers, they struggled 
to win the prize of their State, and now that 
Hiram ts alone he looks wistfully each year 
at the Kentucky Derby, always to be disap- 
pointed, | 

Just before the race I told him I thought he 
had a good chance to win with Fiorizar. 
‘I’ve got more than a good chance and I be- 
lieve if I had only 117 pounds to carry I 
might get the money, but I do not think the 
colt can give Gibson five pounds.’’ 

That was said in a mournful sort of way, 
and to change the subject I remarked it was 
cold. The old turfman smiled. “ Yes,”’ he 
said,.“‘it is chilly, but if I could win that 
Derby today I never would be cold again.”’ 

Now, that is an old-fashioned man’s old- 
fashioned way of entertaining an old-fash- 
ioned sentiment, and if there were more of 
the Scoggan sort we would have fewer 
merry-go-round tracks, fewer turf scandals, 
and more races of the kind that cause the 
flesh to tingle and the heart to leap. 

Because of al] this I would have liked to 
see one of the Scoggan pair in front at the 
fihish, Still, Hiram is breeding a colt or 
two every season down on the old farm. 
He ts still putting out a winner or two 
every spring, and it may be he yet will win 
a Kentucky Derby and come in out of the 
turf cold forever. I hope he will. 

Anent these races at Churchill Downs one 
must not forget that the track this year is 
not what it was last or ever before. It has 
always been a sandy course and on the slow 
side, as modern courses go. The association 
thought it would be a good idea to freshen it 
up a bit, and a quantity of clay was put on 
last fall, with the result that it thoroughly 
mixed with the sand and has made a track 
which is safe for work and racing and at the 
same time is lightning fast. It is good as 


a mud track, too, some of the trials over it 


two weeks ago when it was quite wet being 
satisfactory. So it may be expected that dur- 
ing the whole of the meeting now in progress 
the average time of the races at the various 
popular distances will. be much faster than 
ever before at the same track. 


. Gibson and Advance Guard. 

Trainers who have raced on the California 
tracks say that fast as the Louisville course 
is now, it is not so fast as either Tanforan 
or Oakland. That being so, Lieutenant Gib- 
son's race is better than anything his pros- 
pective opponent, Advance Guard, did inthe 
West. Advance Guard is second pick for 
the American Derby. He must do some 
running before that event to make anybody 
who saw the Kentucky Derby think he can 
beat one side of the Smith colt. : 

Pat Dunne has been at Louisville all winter 
at work with the string which he will cam- 
paign this season. It has been Dunne’s recent 
habit to go to the Eastern tracks immediate- 
ly after, if not before, the Louisville meeting, 
but this season, on account of the prospects 
about Chicago, he will ship directly from here 
to Chicago and will begin his active racing 
at the Hawthorne initial meeting at which he 
has a number of stake entries. Some one 
was joking him the other day about having 
six maiden 8-year-olds in his stable. “ Yes, 
I may have more than that now,” said 
Dunne, “ but I'll make a good bet that I’ll not 
have one by the ist of Mugust.” 

That may mean that Dunne has some 
shifty 3-year-olds which did not start last 
year, or it may mean that he is going to sell 
a few horses. You never can tell about what 
the Dunne angle may be. Dunne’s American 
Derby candidate is moving well and will 
probably be a starter. . ies 


Proud of Their Two-Year-Olds. 


Perhaps it is the condition of the track or 
it may be unusual good fortune, but you can- 
not find an owner at Louisville who has not 
a good 2-year-old in his barn. The first day 
of my arrival.I was taken aside at least half 
a dozen times and told in a stage whisper: 
* Don’t say anything about it around here, 
because I am saving him for Chicago, but 
I've got the best 2-year-old I ever trained 
in my stable this year. I won't tell you now 
what it is. I'll let you know later on when 
I am ready with him. Charlie Patterson 
says he is as good as Ornament was at the 
same age."’ | 

I have been around behind so many barns 
and trees listening to. that from various 
confident owners, that now, when one of 
them sidles up and motions me away froma 
crowd, I know what is coming. It’s the 
best 2-year-old”’ and ‘*‘ Charlie Patterson 
says” and “ I'll let you in later on,” and all 
that, till I have begun to shy at owners. 
If Charlfe Patterson says all the things that 
are attributed to him he must have put ina 
busy conversational winter. 

But, really, there must be some good ones 
about here, though when you want to get a 
man right down and have him tell you what 
soa gp ag colt he has in mind he won't 

o it. 

There will not be many horses in the an- 
nual exodus to the East thisspring. Wash- 
ington Park is keeping all the good ones 
here. Lieutenant Gibson will go to New 
York as soon as he has completed his en- 
gagements here, but scarcely another horse 
of note will take the trip, at least not until 
after the conclusion of the Washington Park 
meeting. . 

The Kentucky Oaks will be a sad sort of 
a stake this year. It is to be run on the last 
Gay of the,meeting, and in a glance over the 
possible starters one finds poor material 
from which to make up a field. All that I 
can see at present are Cleora, Shrove Tues- 
day, Aurea, Unsightly, Isabinda, Nettie Re- 
gent, and Clipsetta. They will not, by a 
great deal, turn the world over. Owners are 
continually clamoring for filly stakes, and-« 
particularly for 3-year-old filly stakes, but 
if the youngsters of the tenderer sex cannot 
get up a better game than this Oaks prom- 
ises to be the jockey clubs can hardly be 
blamed for not giving them. 


KENTUCKY TROTTING PROGRAM. 


Stakes for the Twenty-eighth Annual 
Meeting Announced.

Yet when 
at last the angler for trout does strike it 
rich it is wealth which he uncovers, wealth 
which more than pays him for his earlier 
disappointments.

It must take a 
hardesed sort of shooter to kill a quail or a 
praivll chicken at this time of the year. 
They “are not shot by any man worthy of 
the nime of sportsman, of course, but are 
killedSfor sale. That is where the Western 
games going—into the markets, to be sold 
as pogitry is sold, and with even less intelli- 
gence and discretion; for no farmer would 
think’ ‘of killing his setting hens to sell. 
“Opening of Trouting Season. 


Thevhumble oyster is now out; of season 
also, {it being commonly agreed by even the 
market fishers that the oyster is‘entitled to 
a seagon of repose. Yet, if all the months 
withomt an “r’’ in their names are tabooed so 
far agthe oyster is concerned, it is precisely 
during these months that the brook trout, 
more. delicate and more difficult than the 
oystew, is fair game for the rod and fair 
likewise upon the table. As May 1 practi- 
cally closes the shooting season, it practi- 
cally ‘opens the fishing season, and psoperly 
so as to the trout, which is a fall spawner, 
and ich is given full sporting grace when 
pursudd in the spring. A great many bass 
have already been killed on the spawning 
beds by some ofgour Chicago anglers, who 
find this sort of fis§ing more accessible than 
that $f trout fishihg, and who resist 
the temptation to get out upon the.water and 
kill spmething. Cedar Lake, Indiana, has 
been fhe scene of the largest takes of bass 
this spring near Chicago, two 0g, three dit- 
ferent boats coming with over “two dozen 
nice toe to a single rod, or to two rods 
fishing together. It is of little use croaking 
or pryaching to the good folk of the rod and 
gun gbout protection, for the old American 
idea pf free sport for everybody and free 
sport forever still clings to a liberty-loving 
popufation. The probable solution of the 
questgon will come¢when our fish and game 
have grown scarce to the point of disappear- 
ance.vOf course,’the_sentiment for rational 
meth#ds in sport, @ 
game-and fish laws, is steadily though slowly 
growing all the time, The State Game Com- 
“a. reports a satisfactory showing in 
the matter of observance of the laws, and'is 
encouraged to believe that we shall see bet- 
ter days. He reports the new non-resident 
licende law a successful measure.'and states 
that $3,000 has been raised for game protec- 
tions by means of licenses collected from 
shooters who reside outside this State but 
who come here toshoot.

‘Safest Time to Fish for Trout. 


If May 1 be proper enough as a fishing 
date, it also is early enough, (Wisconsin 
sets the date of April 15 for the opening of 
her ut season, but it will bé@ yet later 
than even today before the trout fishing 
will fe at its best. About May 40 to May 
20 is fthe safest time to go, according to the 
wise ‘ones. Troyt can be taken, and taken 
on the fly, even’so early as April 15, but the 
varly trout is an apathetic, indifferent sort 
of fish as compared with the samé*fish when 
the sun has warmed up the air‘a bit, and 
the insects have begun to move. The first 
warm weather after the streams have 
cleared shows the trout apparently quite 
divested of that tired feelirg which comes 
to mgn and fish with opening spring. There 
is all the difference in the world’ to be seen 
in two weeks’ time, At first the trout, a 
good one, too, perhaps weighing a half 
pound, or even @ pound, will take the lure 
deep down in the water, slowly, with no 
dash and go at all, and he will play as if he 
were glad to be taken away from htis ennui 
and comfortably cooked in a plate where it 
is warmer than his icy home Atisuch times 
the trout lies in the deep water, and will not 
rise to the fly, or strike it unless when 
passed deep down and close tohim. When

underneath the earth. Science has har- 
nessed up all nature and put the elements at 
work. Out of all animate and inanimate life 
but one thing, one creature, has baffled the 
keenest research, the most ‘earnest inves- 
tigations of the scientist. That thing is the 
brook trout. The mysteries of the human 
mind are open pages to the scientist, but the 
mysteries of the trout’s mind are today as 
closely sealed as they were at that date after 
the flood when the brook trout first dawned 
upon the horizon of human cognizance.‘ No 
philosopher ever has or*ever will us 
what fly the trout Is going to take, when he 
is going to do so, or why he does or Goes not 
} do so. To spectacled science, delving with 
microscope and tube, the trout says, Thus 
far and no farther. This is the limit, the 
edge. Here you strike the infinity of caprice, 
the unmeasurable realm of sheer -illogical 
lust for change. -_ 

There have been many counsels of Nice 
among anglers as to the reason why the 
trout takes the artificial fy. Some say he 
does it for fun, others say for food, others 
say in anger. Some say the fly should im- 
jitate some actual insect, others with equal 
justice claim the imitation is of not the 
slightest consequence. Some have a creed of 
bright colored flies, others of flies with sub- 
dued colors. All are right and all are wrong. 
There is no reducing fontinalis to an equa- 
tion. Just when you have it figured out to 
your complete satisfaction some vagary of 
the trout, some idiosyncrasy hitherto un- 
dreamed, comes up to overturn all previous 
theories. There is but one scientific meth- 
od with the trout, and that is the empiric. 
You can only learn what he will do by trying 
him. The more you try him the more you 
would repeat the trial. Once a victim, and 
you are lost. Gray hairs do not bring you 
wisdom, nor does ill health set you free. 
You are the humble follower of this little 
fish, this gaudy dandy who comes with the 
arbutus in the spring, whose home is far 
off in the deepest: woods, at the end of the 
longest trail. 

If there can be any such thing as a dedu 
tion from one’s observations of ‘trout’ i 
may perhaps be said that small and dark 
colored flies are better than large and gaudy 
ones for his pursuit. Yet this general rule 
has many exceptions, and perhaps it applies 
more exactly to certain parts of the West 
than to others. In Wisconsin one ordinarily 
does better in the early spring, in May, let 
us say, with brown flies, dark-winged files, 
or those with dull colored bodies. In Mich- 
igan (lower peninsula) one may go a bit 
farther sometimes, and his flies may show 
a lighter wing, a touch of color in tail or 
body, such asin the professor fy. The Mon- 
treal, a dark-winged fly with red or maroon 
body and gold ribs, is often good here. And 
thus on, with the usual variations. 

Tying a Red Ibis. 

No Michigan angler would ordinarily think 
of tying a red ibis, which would seem to 
him the height of amateurishness. It might 
surprise him to hear that no Adirondack fly 
book is thought complete without the ibis, 
which often is a killer there. Again, in the 
upper part of this same lower peninsula, it 
often happens that some bright fly, such as 
the grasshopper, the Lord Baltimore, the 
jungle cock, the Montreal, will do good work 
where the darker flies, like the oak fly, the 
Cahill, the March. brown, etc., will go down 
stream almost unnoticed. 
and royal coachman are often good in these 
same waters, as well as in Wisconsin and in 
nearly all the Rocky Mountain streams, 
But all this sort of thing is to be sternly 
qualified by the fact that what suits his 
Majesty one day may displease him on the 
next. A given fly which today kills all the

Sharkey is slated to box Joe Choynshki six 
rounds at Tattersall’s on May 8. If thereds 
rigid adherence to the program for this en- 
tertainment published in the dally press the 
affair will be one of the best, if not the best, 
ever held in Chicago. 

I believe that the Sharkey-Choynski con- 
test will be a good one while it lasts. I can 
say this conscientiously, even though recol- 
lection of the Walcott-Choynski bout has 
not been entirely eradicated. It is always 
difficult to draw a line on pugilists, and espe- 
clally pugilists of such stamp as Sharkey 
and Choynski. I have seen the two men go 
eight rounds in ’Frisco and the pace was 
equally hot on either side. Both fighters 
have improved since then and each will make 
a better showing. I will not venture a pre- 
diction as to the outcome of this fight. 

Jim Hall, the “ former great’’ middle- 
weight, is again to the fore in the pugilistic 
arena. I see the Australian champion is to 
box Tom Scanlan. It is my sincere hope this 
contest will come up to public expectation 
and that Hall will be in condition to show 
Chicagoans some of that cleverness for 
which he is noted, and which he has more 
than once displayed in the city by the lake, 
notably in his great boxing contest with Jim 
Corbett at Battery D on July 22, 1891. Hall 
is one of the best boxers I have ever seen, and 
I trust that he still retains his cleverness as 
a@sparrer. 

Quite a number of letters have been re- 
ceived here from Mattie Matthews and other 
pugilists inquiring about the present status 
of boxing affairs in New Orleans. To speak 
correctly, boxing has no status whatever in 
New Orleans at thistime. The sport is not 
dead, but hibernating. On Monday there will 
be a change of administrations, and it is 
thought that before long something wil! de- 
velop in the boxing line. The new Mayor, Mr. 
Paul Capdeville, has promised to deal most 
liberally with the public In the matter of en- 
forcing the Sunday law and other reform 
legislation, and it Is believed he will show the 
same broadness when the question of per- 
mitting glove contests is brought up for final 
discussion. In the meantime the Persever- 
ance Athletic club and other local organiza- 
tions are giving numerous small boxing ex- 
hibitions without interference from the au- 
thorities. 


There will be general rejoicing among the 
admirers of boxing over the decision of the 
police magistrate of New York, which, it is 
believed, will insure the continuance of the 
sport until the Horton law finally disappears 
from the statute books of the Empire State 
on Sept.1. Shortly before I received a tele- 
gram announcing the result of this test liti- 
gation in New York I submitted a copy of 
the Horton law to one of the most distin- 
guished lawyers of this section, who former- 
ly filled the office of District Attorney of 
New Orleans. After a careful reading of the 
statute the attorney declared that in his 
opinion a license was not necessary to carry 
on glove contests in New York, as no such 
requirement was mentioned in the Horton 


_law, under which glove contests are now be- 


ing given. 

It appears, then, that the opinion of the 
New York magistrate is founded on good 
law, and it is to be hoped the Appellate Court 
will sustain it. Any other interpretation of 
the law would be distinctly disastrous to 
fighting interests at this time. Nothing 
more calamitous could be imagined than the 
prevention of the big fights which have been 
schéduled to take place in New York before

Rapid Growth of the Game in This 

, Country Has Resulted in the Devel- 
Who Are Qualified to Hold Their 
Own as Teachers—Golf Comedy to Be 
Pat on the Stage—Metropolitan As- 
sociation List of Handicaps.

Donovan learned his 
game at the Franklin Park links In Boston, 
and the others served as caddies at various 
clubs. The coming American professionals 
are the present caddies, and five years from 
this time there will be enough to supply all 
the clubs In this country. 

The various ’sections .of the country are 
dividing up rapidly into associations. The 
number of associations is now so large and 
is so frequently being added to that it is 
hardly possible to keep track ofthem. With- 
in the sectional associations are smaller or- 
ganizations partaking of the neighborhood 
variety. This latter movement takes the 
form of a league, thé prime object of which 
seems to be to encourage team play.

Following the logical 
sequence of-events Camp Douglas was lo- 
eated in the Third Ward. So far as the 


war of the rebellion is concerned this is 


easily the most historical spot in Chicago, 
though the site of the camp has long since 
been covered with handsome residences, and 


During the early part of the war Camp 
Douglas was the mustering and training 
grounds for the volunteer regiments of IIli- 
nois. Later confederate prisoners by the 
tens of thousands were confined there, and 
finally, as a fitting climax, Camp Douglas 
became known as the place where the great 
Chicago conspiracy was hatched and al- 
most carried to a successful conclusion. 

In the Third Ward also was located the 
first racetrack ever built in Chicago. It 
covered all the territory now included be- 
tween Cottage Grove avenue on the east, 
Twenty-sixth street on the north, Thirty- 
first street on the south, and Indiana avenue 


_ on the west. 


In the Fourth Ward, next to the south, is 
the tomib and monument of the Little Giant, 
who after unsgecessfully fighting Lincoln 
for political supremacy in the State, finally, 
when the crisis came, gave to his adminis- 
tration all the support of his great influence, 
and so vindicated his title to the name of 
: And just across Cottage Grove 
avenue-from the Douglas, statue is the site 
of the original Chicago University. It was 
the dream of Douglas’ life to establish in 
Chieago a university which should be 
worthy in every way of the metropolis of the 
West. To this end he signified his willing- 
ness to give ten acres of the oak grove along 
the present line of Cottage Grove avénue as 
a’site for the university whenever assur- 
ances should be given that suitable buildings 
would be erected. It isa comforting thought 


‘that he died believing that his creams were 


in a fair way to be realized. 

Though forty years ago 
that Camp Douglas was originally laid out, 
th® growth of the city after.the war was 


so rapid that within less than twenty years 


the boundaries of the camp had been en- 
tirely obscured, and in 1878 it required much 
eareful rch before they could be estab- 
shee on Forest avenue on the 
west, the boundary line on the north ran 
east on Thirty-first street as far as South 


Park avenue and then dropped to the south 
for a fraction of a block, continuing to the 


east to the present line of Cottage Grove } 


avenue. The main entrance to the camp 
was on Cottage Grove avenue and the east- 
ern boundary line ran as far south as Col- 
lege, now Thirty-third place. The southern 
limit of the camp at the west was Thirty- 
third street, the line being drawn diagonally 
to the south to meet Rhodes avenue at Thir- 
ty-third place. 

Camp Douglas, as above described, was 
originally laid out in the late summer of 
1861. The ground covered was all included 
in ‘the estate of Stephen A. Douglas, and 
the camp was accordingly named after him. 
The Thirty-ninth, Fifty-first, and Fifty-fifth 
Infantry, Ninth D[linois Cavalry, and the 
Mechanics’ F'usileers were immediately con- 
centrated at the camp, and afterwards sent 
from it to the front. The original intention 
was to make it a United States camp of in- 
struction, but this was afterwards aban- 
doned, and it was made a military camp, 
pure and simple. 


THE FIRST PRISONERS. 

In February, 1862, the battle of Fort 
Donelson was fought and the government 
found itself with thousands of confederate 
prisoners on its hands. It was decided to 


‘ place them in Camp Douglas, and shortly 


after the battle between eight and ten 
thousand Southrons were sent to Chicago. 
The prisoners were, as a rule, miserable, 
disheartened, ragged, and wretched. A pub- 
lic meeting was called soon after their ar- 
rival and all the help possible was given. A 
relief committee was appointed, with

The paroled soldiers were un- 
ruly under strict military discipline, and at 
one time attempted to burn the barracks 
and escape. A change in commanding offi- 
cers, however, put an end to this discontent.

It 
was the duty of the leader to craw! out 
through the tunnel, and with only his head 
above ground observe the whereabouts of 
the nearest sentinel. When the guard walk- 
ing his regular beat got out of the way for 
a moment the leader popped out of his hole 
to freedom, and as many as possible fol- 
lowed him. In November, 1863, more than 
seventy. prisoners éscaped in this way. In 
the last month of this year eight companies 
of the Veteran Reserve Corps and a regi- 
ment of the Michigan Sharpshooters were 
ordered to Camp Douglas ag additional gar- 
rison, and the work of the “ gophers” was 
finally stopped almost completely. . 

On Jan. 1, 1864, there were 5,650 con- 
federates confined at Camp Douglas, and 


prisoners were sent there. New barracks 
were erected apd every effort was made 
to put the camp in as good a sanitary con- 
dition as possible. In spite of these efforts, 
liowever, smallpox and other diseases made 
terrible ravages in the ranks of the prison- 
1,156 dying during that year. 


COPPERHEAD CONSPIRACIES. 


It was in 1864 that the two plots for the 
veljef of the 11, prisoners confined ip 
Camp Douglas were formed. The men, with 
the assistance of their preepers. were to 
start and attack in the Year, with the in- 
tention of eutirely overthrowing the govern- 
ment of the United States. In May, 1864, 
Jacob Thompson of Mississippi, who hatl 
been Secretary of the Interior during the ad- 
ministration of President Buchanan, went 
‘to Windsor, Canada, and, under the as- 


sumed name of Captain Carson, . having 
been supplied with. large sums of money 
for the purpose. by the confederate govera-' 
ment, started to organize an expedition to 
release prisoners of war in the various pfison 
camps of the United States in the Nortb- 
west. He also arranged to aid the * Knights 
of Liberty,” an‘organization: of secession- 
ists in the North, with armé and money, 
to the end that they might raise an insur- 
rection—starting ‘in Chicago—against the 
United States government. On the 29th of 
August the Democratic convention was 
scheduled ‘to meet in Chicago, and it was 
thought that large bodies of meén secretly 
armed might be brought into the city at 
that time without exciting suspicion. On 
the 24th of August. many escaped prisoners 
and -rebel sympathizers, after having been 
furnished with arms in Soe & thered in 


| Chicago, pas their general headquarters 
at the Richmond Hotel: In addition to these 
leaders the “Sons of Liberty,” under the 
direct command of Brigadier General 
Charles Walsh, at one time a Democratic 
candidate for Sheriff of Cook County, were 
armed anth ready for the attack. At the 
time it was estimated that there were about 
2,000 members of the order in Chicago. They 
were to be further aided by a miscellaneous 
mob of malcontents and disunionists. 
Colonel Benjamin Sweet, in command of 
Camp. Douglas, had, however, been kept 
fully advised of the progress of the conspir- 
acy. In-plenty of time he asked for rein- 
forcements and they were sent. An entire 
Pennsylvania regiment, together with four 
companies of another regiment, and an Ohio 
battery were ordered to Camp Douglas. On 


the day set for the insurrection the troops 


weré stationed so that at the first alarm they 
could. command Camp Douglas with their 
guns, and all preparations were made to 
givé the emigrants from Canada a warm re- 
ception. As a result the leaders became 
frightened and the day of the convention 
passed without the least excitement. Short- 
ly after most of the troops which had been 
sent .as reinforcements were sent home. 
In October, however, though deserted by 
their outside allies, the 11,000 prisoners con- 


‘fined in the camp made a determined at- 


tempt to escape. Out of the whole number 
100 had volunteered to practically saérifice 
themselves in a fierce attack on the guard. 
In the excitement, which followed, it was 
thought that most of those remaining would 
be able to make their escape. <A spy, how- 
ever, brought advance news of the plot to 
the commandmant.

THE FINAL PLOT, 


Southern leaders in Canada and the more 
despicable conspiracy of their disloyal sym- 
pathizers in Chicago reached their limit. It 
was determined to take’ advantage of the 
excitement resulting from the Presidential 
election in November, 1864, to make another 
and even bolder attempt to loose the pris- 
oners confined in Camp Douglas and to 
give to the government of the United States 
a blow from which it would not easily re- 
cover. The plan was to release the pris- 
oners, to stuff the ballot boxes so that the 
city, county, and State might be carried 
for McClellan, and then to sack and loot 
the city, burning everything they could not 
carry away with them into the territory of 
Jeff Davis. 

On the 6th of November a large number 
of the “ Sons of Liberty” arrived in Chi- 
cago, most of them coming from the south- 
ern part of the State. They were armed 
and were ready for desperate work. Brig- 
adier General Walsh was again in com- 
mand of these forces. They were supple- 
mented by a considerable number of con- 
federate soldiers, who, in one disguise or 
another, had managed to get into the city, 
' At the time there were only 800 federal 


7 troops in Chicago, and most of them werd 


needed,to guard the more than 8,000 pris- 
oners confined at Camp Douglas. Colonel 
Sweet, the commandant, was again advised 
of the progress of the conspiracy, and real- 
ized that the situation was desperate. He 
finally concluded that the only chance of 
‘safety lay in taking the conspirators by sur- 
prise. On the night before election he sent 
squads of men to the house and hotels where 
the leaders were quartered and placed them 
under arrest. As a result the plotters were 
overawed and no attempt was made to carry 
the carefully laid plan to its consummation,

The prisoners arrested by Colonel Sweet 
were afterwards tried by a militay commis- 
sion which met in Cincinnati, and most of 
them were found guilty. In one case the 
death penalty was prescribed, but it was 
afterward commuted te for 
life on the Dry Tortugas. 

The fall of Richmond in the cdi of 1865 
and the subsequent collapse of the rebellion 
did not immediately cause the evacuation 


«| of Camp Douglas as a military post. Grad+

THE FOURTH WARD. 


The most points in the fourth

In 1856 Stephen A. Douglas signified his 
willingness to donate ground as a site for a 
university, and a Canvass was begun to 
raise mon¢y for the buildings. A large 
amount of money was subscribed, most of 
the contributors giving their notes instead 
of cash, and the corner-stone of the univer- 
sity building was laid on July 4, 1857. A 
few months later, before the notes given 
by contributors became due, the panic of "57 
struck the country. and overwhelmed the 
university in financial disaster, The men 
who had contributed money for the erection 
of the building were unable to. meet their 
notes, and the Board of Trustees was 
obliged to begin its work by placing a 
mortgage on the property of the university. 
Gradually this debt increased, and akKhongh 
at the time the university had more than 
100 students, the load finally became gréater 
than the trustees could carry. In 1885 fore- 
closure proceedings were begun, and a few 
months later the property was sold, the

good cigars can be bought for less: than a 
dollar apiece, and the vast majority of the 
fine and costly cigars sold are at prices 
. below that. There are cigars that are sold 
at 75 cents, 65 cents, and 60 cents each, and 
such cigars find their way out of the show- 
case oftener. But the sale of cigars at 
these prices could by no means be described 
as common. Men do come in and buy cigars 
at such prices and light them up and smoke 
but still there is no place where men 
run in as a common thing and buy 60 and 75 
cent cigars and fire up on ’em as they would 
on stogies. It is not until a lower price still 
is reached, in the 50-cent cigars, that the 
costly cigar becomes an article of compara- 
tively common consumption. And, indeed, 
50 cents is about the top-notch price for 
cigars in the most expensive hotels ard 
Higher-priced cigars may be 
had, but half a dollar for a cigar is about 
as much as men often pay.—New York Sun.

HEN Hdward C. Delano entered the | 

‘high sthool in West Monroe street 
as teacher of English and math- 
. ematics it was.one of eight schools, 
- and the was one of sixty teachers 
in Chicago. ‘That was forty-four years ago. 
He is’now aéting Superintendent of Schools 
during Dr. Andrews’ leave of absence, and 
will be untfl the Board of Education elects 
a@ successor to Dr. Andrews. The old high 
schoolis stil used by the Board of Educa- 
tion, but riot for school purposes. It ‘is a 
warehouse for the storage of supplies. 

In this period of forty-four years there 
have been but three dates in the career of 
Superintendent Delano. In 1856 he was 
elected a teacher in the high school; in 1862 
he was married, and in 1877 he was elected 
an Assistant Superintendent of the Chi- 
cago s¢hools. For twenty-one years he was 
a teacher in the high school, and for twenty- 
three years he has been an Assistant Super- 
intendent. It is a record .which no other 
man jn the service of the schools can du- 
plicate. 

During Mr. Delano’s service every im- 
portant change and evolution in public school 
instraction in Ch'cago has taken place. The 
problem of giving education to the num- 
bers of foreign born children’ who were 
brought to Chicago came after his begin- 
ning of service as a teacher, the hardest 
part of the problem after he had become a 
superintendent and had to deal with it more 
directly. All ideas of psychologic teaching 
had their beginning in his time. Nearly 
tverything that has gone.to make-up. the 
few elementary education is antedated by 
the experience of the teacher who is acting 
Superintendent of the Chicago schools. ~ 

Edward’C, Delano was born in Fairhaven, | 
Mass., and*was educated and ined for 
his profession in Massachusetts scHodols, re- 
ceiving his.protessiona] training in the State 
Normal School. He had three years’ éxpe- 
rience in teaching in his native State, and. 
then he came West. There was one high 
school in Chicago at the time. That was in 
West Monroe street, between Halsted and 
Desplaines. Mr. Delano secured a position 
as teacher of English and mathematics in 


the high school and began work in October, | 
1856 


Soon afterwards the instructor who had 
been in charge of the norma! school, which 
was an adjunct to the high school, left to 
take a position in the normal schoo! at Nor- 
mal, Ill., and Mr. Delano was appointed to 
take his place. He remained ir that posi- 
tion until 1877. In 1862 hé was married to 
Miss Frances P. Brown, a sister of Mrs. 
George B. Swift. His wife had been one of 
his high school pupils had been a class- 
mate of Albert G. Lane. mow an Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, 


Growth of School System. 


The public schools of Chicago had been 
growing slowly up to the time that Mr. 
Delano came from the East. The Chicago 
public school system is not much older 
than the service of the Superintendent in 
it. A few years before he came to Chicago 
the city had been divided into four school 
districts, the first and second being on the 
South Side, the third on the West, and the 
fourth on the North-Side. 


The first building owned by the city was a ° 


een tase frame schoolhouse on the school 
fund block bounded by Monroe, Madison, 
State, and Dearborn streets. This butld- 
ing had become so dilapidated that it was 
sold for $40, and the inspector of the Board 
of Education reported that the purchaser 
had no reason to congratulate himself on ac- 
count of his bargain. 

School buildings then began to be erected. 
A new one was put up in Madison street, 
opposite the present site of McVicker’s 
Theater. It was considered enormous, being 
two stories high, with a length of eighty 
feet and a depth of sixty. It was the occa- 
sion of one Mayor stating that it should be, 
sold for an insahe asylum. 

School buildings which should meet more 
‘nearly the needs of the school children of 
the city were considered, and the Kinzie 
School, at Ohio street and La Salle avenue, 
Was built, followed’ by the Scammon, in 
West Madison street, near Union. Four or 
five others had been added to these when 
Dr. Delano came West to teach English and 
mathematics in the only high school in the 
city. The school teachers had increased 
in number from four, who drew a combined 
Salary of $1,700 a year, this sum represent- 
ing also the expenses of conducting the 
schools, to about sixty. 


Discipline Was by Flogging. 

Old time methods of discipline were in 
vogue and the teacher maintained order in ° 
his class by resort to bodily punishment. 
All devices known to the district school- 
teacher for the subjugation of unruly boys 
who developed large muscles in farm-work 
Were applied to keep the school room in the 
Necessary order. Pupils were compelled to 
toe a chalk mark for period of punishment. 

y were compelled to hold books out- 
stretched in their arms. Flogging was held 
as the natural means of preserving order. 
There was only one other resort; that was 
expulsion. 

This problem of discipline was increased 
about the time Mr. Delano was raised to the 
position ‘of -assistant superintendent. The 
children of Italians, Poles, and Bohemians 
entered the schools, and in some districts 
this fact became a serious question with the 
teachers. In addition to presenting a prob- 
lem of discipline, they added one in language. 
Many could not speak English, and the first 
duty of the teacher was to teach the language 
in which the lessons of the school were given. 

In this emergency it became the duty ‘of 
the assistant superintendent to devise meth- 
ods and advise his teachers. While Mr. De- 
lano was a teacher*in the normal school it 
Was not a quéstion which concerned his 
#ractice, but as sit developed to its larg 
Proportions after he had been made assistant 
Superintendent, he was called upon to meet 

He took .this position under the régime 
of Superintendent Doty. 

Schoo! buildings were ed as the grow- 
ing needs’ ofthe city required, not rapidly 
enough, however. The Board of Education 
mever has ‘been able to keep pace with 
School needs; and soon another problem was 
Upon the superintendents and the school 
trustees. «The school population could not 
be seated in the school buildings, and re- 
Sort was had to half day sessions and rented 
rooms, a system from which the sthools 
never have freed themselves. 


'-- Fire Destroys Few Schools. 
Mr, Delano was still in the norma) school

School buildings were 
Three or four were, in} thedtrank of the fire 
and were.destroyed. The Jones School on 


_ the South Side and the Kinzie School on the 


North Side were two of the few which were 
burned. The good fortune of the majority 
of the school buildings enabled the school 
system to be in working order within two 
weeks after the destruction caused by the 
fire, andethat short delay was caused more 
by the confusion in the homes of the pupils 
than by disorder in the schools, 


Changes in Instruction. | 


As Mr. Delano reviews his forty-four years’. 
experience in the Chicago schools, there 
are no evolutions which are c ly marked 
in their beginnings. All the ch which 
characterize the instruction given now as 
different from that which was given then 
have been gradual, although the difference 


wide. enough ag present. The pupil once. 


was rigidly graded, where: now' he is’ given 
the advantage of an. elastic course which 
permits advance according-to ability. Kin- 
dergartens have been added to the elemen- 
tary education. Manual training instruc- 
tion has been supplied and household arts 
have been given a start, Child study has 
been made a phage of the development of 
the psychelogic education. The pupil has 
been elevated to the position of an individ- 
val, and is not edasaiciass. The 
special needs. of speciai children are sought 
out, and such instruction provided as ig best 
adapted. 

Corporal punishment was discarded during 
Superintendent Howland's service at the 
head of the schools, and the barring of phys- 
ical punishment from the methods of pre- 
serving school discipline was largely due 
to his efforts. Assistant Superintendent 
Delano says that nothing could induce the 
. Chicago teachers to returmto the’oid method. 
This is especially true of teachers who for- 
merly were pupils in the schovis. With 
teachers who have come into cago 
system from other cities there hes been 
some difficulty. - They have been accus- 
tomed to the use of the rod to maintain dis- 
cipline, and find themselves at a loss in 
some cases to proceed without"it. Expul- 
sion is still necessary in extreme instances, 
but it has been found that many difficulties 
can be remedied by the transfer of obdurate 
pupils from one teacher to another, ~~~ 


Work with Foreign Pupils. 
Superintendent Delano holds that discipline 
| is noticeably better in the schools today than 
it was twenty and’thirty years ago. There 
were schools then which were terrors to 
the teachers. Most of them were in the 


‘ sections of the town inhabited by the for- 


eign peoples. In some of these the problem 
of teaching the language to foreign born 
pupils and of keeping them in order was 
almost beyond the power of the, instructors, 

One result which has been especially ob- 
servéd has been in the development of per- 
sonal traits in the. foreign pupils and the 
‘carrying of lessons in cleanliness from the 
schools to the homes. In the last ten and 


| fifteen years, Mr: Delano says, there has 


been a gradual improvement-in tlhe condition 
of the foreigner. Now, he affirms, there can 
hardly be found in the schools which were 
prominent for ragged.and ill-kept boys and 
girls a pupil conspicuous for lack of neat- 
ness. Habits of personal cleanliness have 
been. instilled in the pupils, and however 
poor the home may.be from .which they 
come, the pupils present a neat appearance 
the school. The influence of the school 
in this regard has been carried back to tho 
home, he says, and improvement is taking 
place there. ’ 


Believes Present Methods Best. 


Of the gesults of the new methods of in- 
struction which have been inaugurated dur-- 
ing his term of service in the schools, Super-_ 
intendent Delano says/there can be no doubt. 
They may not be as apparent now as they 
wil! be after the pupils who are in the schools 
leave them and are iner/and women. It will 
then appear, he says, that they are better 
fitted for work than those who were turned - 
out from the old system, good as the meth- 4 
ods and the ructors then were. 

Fr. Delano’S advance to the Board of Su- 
perintendents came with a condition which 
is beginning to be duplicated in the schools 
at present. In 1877 the mumber of grad- 
uates who left the normal. school adjunct 
to the high school so far exceeded the pos- 
sibilities of employment-in the schools that 
the Board of Education decided to suspend 
the professional training school. Mr. Delano 
was retained as a teacher in the high school, 
but when he had served only a few. weeks 
he was elected to a vacancy in the Board of 
Superintendents. 

Once before he held the position of acting 
superintendent in the-schools, when, after 
the term, of Superintendent .Howland, he 
served three months. Mr. Lane, who was 
elected afterwards to the posittén, was then 
County Superintendent and=could. not be 
released from his office as such until after 
the elections. 

Frs. Delano is not Hving and Mr. Delano 
now resides at 172 Ashland boulevard. . His 
acting superintendency will continue until 
the Board of Education ‘elects & suc 
to Dr. Andrews.

IGNORANCE oF THE BIBLE, 

In the May Atlantic Mr. J. H. Gardiner 
shows that the supreme standard in Eng- 
lish“ pros¢ style is sét by the King James 
version of the Bible—that “if one were 
to figure the’ whole range of Mnglish prose 
style in the form of an arch, one wobld 
put the style of the Bible as its keystone.” 
In the May Century President Charles F. 
Thwing | of Weeden Resérve University 
shows that this masterpiece of literature ‘s 
no longer read by the younger generation | 
ef Americans. ‘The two articles together 
indicate a state of affairs which must be 
regarded with regret whether looked at from 


| a religious or from a literary point of view. 


Professor Thwing has tested both the 
young men afid the young women of his 
university with a list of extracts from Ten- 
hyson cdntaining the simplest allusions to 
Bible stories, yet a majority of both sexes 
failed to explain them. The poitts in qtes- 
tion were.such as “ Joshua’s moon in Aja- 
lon,” “rough as, Esau’s band, Ruth 
Among | the fields. of corn,” “ Jonah’s 
“gourd,” the mark*of Cain, pearls before 
swine, the crown of thorns, and the miracle 
at Cana. The students who were unable 
to explain these ‘allusions, or who gave 
hutnorously incorrect answers to many of 
well informed young people 
from Ohio, New York, and Petinsylvania. 
They may be fairly taken to represent the

Professor Thwing draws the 
conclusion that the people no longer read 
the Bible, or if they do they are no longer 
impressed by it. The Bible heroes are less 
familiar than Jack the Giant Killer. The 
poetry of the scriptures is not appreciated 
and the force of the innumerable scripture 
references ‘in Bnglish ‘literature is lost on 
the majority of readers. The majesty of 
style, the deftness of phrase, the perfection 
of literafy form, as well as the profound 
religious and ethical! meaning of the Bible 
narratives are ceasing to be a part of the 
priceless possession of the people.

It is doubtless true, too, as Mr. Gardiner 
says, that the perpetual Latinisms of un- 
diluted classicaPeducation have dulled the 
ear for the fine simplicity of pure Saxon 
speech. 


is to be regretted that the young genera- 
‘tion is neglecting the Bible. The standard 
of English prose style is that of - the 
authorized version. To its clear and noble 
speech all prose must in time return. 
It has strayed from this standard in the 
past, as when it aped the pompous pedantry 
of Johnson or fel] into the colorless precoci- 
} ty that marked the imitators of Dryden, 
but it has always come back to the match- 
less simplicity.of the Bible. Both the lit- 
erary and the spiritual values of the English 
scriptures are imperishable and no nation 
can neglect either without irreparable loss. 


THE BOOKS OF TWENTY YEARS. 
“That admirable literary periodical, the 


number of noteworthy interest and merit. 
‘Among its many valuable articles is one by 
‘Profesgor; William P. Trent of the Uni- 
versity: of the South summing up the prog- 
ress in American literature in the last twen- 
t¥ yeirs. He finds that more veteran au- 
thors lived and died in the last two decades 
than in any similar. period of our history, 
and, though’ we now have a legion of au- 
thors, be ‘intlines to the belief that none 
can quite reach the stature of the giants of 
former days. He finds none to take the 
place of ‘Lowell, or Longfellow, or Poe, or 
Hawthorne. If space permitted one might 
easily question some of these implied com- 
parisons, especially the one that denies the 
existence of any equal of Poe in technique, 
or the one that denies to any living novelist 
a reputation as undying as that of Cooper. 
But there are so many admirable points in 
Professor Trent's article that one can afford 
to pass over those which-are debatable. 
The professor arouses keen curiosity by 
stating that he has based his generaliza- 
tions upon a list of 150 living American au- 
thors, and then he shrewdly wards off im- 
pending trouble by announcing that he de- 
stroyed the list as soon as his article was 
written. One must rest content. with his 
inadvertent admission that the list at least 
contained the names of Mr. Howells, Dr. 
-Van Dyke; Mark Twain, James Lane Allen, 


Adams. | He also vouchsafes the informa- 
tion that his 150 are made up of twenty- 
seven poets, twenty-seven critics, sixty-sev- 
en novelists, nineteen historians, and tép 
miscellaneous writers. Only one-fifth of 
them are women, Nearly one hundred are 
credited to the North and East, and the rest 
are evenly divided between the South and 
West. Professor Trent remarks that the 
way in which the South has found its voite 
constitutes.one of the remarkable features 
of the twenty years’ progress.

PIONEER Mu MUNICIPAL CONDUIT SYSTEM. 
After yasrs of effort by the city and of 
obstruction by the corporations concerned, » 
Baltimore is oon ta seg its wires ‘removed, 
from poles aiid foofs and placed in the first 
municipal conduit, system, built. or ynder-~ 
Other cities have 
conduits, but’ none other has a complete | 
system, used or designed to be used by all 
companies running wires through the 

streets. 

_ Baltimore was authorized in 1892 to sub- 
mit to a popular vote the proposal for a 
million dollag bond issue for such a system, 
to be used on'a rental basis by all such com- 
panies, The matter was subsequently. de- 
layed in the City Couneil for.a_ number of 
years, but finally a commission, appointed 
in 1896, made a carefully prepared. report. | 
the following year, with plans for a mu- 
nicipal system, the bond issue was au- 
thorized by popular vote in November, 1897, 
and the special commission to éxecute the 
work was constituted in August, 1898. Un- 
der this commission 300 miles of ducts, oc- | 
cupying about nine miles of streets and com- 
prising about one-third ef the entire work, 
were laid last year, and operations are about 
to be resiimed for the present season. When 
completed, as it will be early in 1901, the 


system will occupy about thirty-four miles | 


of streets, and will provide space for the 
one street railway cofsolidation, the one 
electric light company, the two telephone 
and the two telegraph companies. which 
operate ‘in the’ city. The ducts will vary 
from eighteen to eighty-one in number, and 
the system will have a capacity from oO 
to°100 per cent in éxtéss of present heeds. 
It was claimed by some of the companies 
that the placing of yhigh tension wires in | 
the sameeconduit with those of low tension 
would interfere with the service of the 
latter, but it was conélided by the éommis- 
sion that modern methods of Gofstfuction | 
would obviate danger from thig sottce. 
The Bell Telephone:cempany las “a! par: 
tial conduit system of its own; built wnder 
an astutely drawn. ordinance of 1889, which - 
it insists upon completing and occupying. 
The city has sought to stop the extension of 
this separate system, but it was defeated, 
first in the tourts ‘and afterwards—though 
not until after a publie scandal had been 
occasionéd by.the opposing lobby—in the 
Legislature, which adjourned on the 2d 
inst.

LADIES AT THE ‘FRONT. 

Sir Alfred Milner recently sent a dispatch 
in which he commented severely upon the 
number of English women who ‘were in 
Cape Coleny seeking by various pretexts 
to get to the front, and little “ Bobs” has 
also sént a dispatch in which “the Field 
Marshdl commanding in chief fully con- 
curs in the views expressed by Sir Alfred 
Milner.” These dispatches have been fol- 
lowed up with a somewhat cruel assertion, 
made by Dr. Trevis in a recent address at 
the banquet of the London Reform club, to.

But 
we may be permitted without impropriety to express our desire and our 
opinion that our government should find some way to make it absolutely 
clear to Oriental countries that it intends to secure the protection for all 
our citizens, including missionaries, to which they are entitled by treaties 
and by international law.

Chicago Idea Indorsed in 
England and Adopted 
in This Country. 


ASSISTS TEACHERS. 


After a Study of the School 


Child Tney Are Better Able 


to Grade the Pupils. 


FAULTS. ARE REMEDIAL 


Tests Often ‘Reveal Exactly Where a 
Little Ofte’s Faults Lie and the 
Problem of Correction Becomes 
Easier—In Many Instances the 
Occupations Children May Fol- 
low Are Clearly Defined—Good 
Physiques Mean Active Brains. 


HE opening of a new 
and fully equipped 
laboratory for the 
scientific study of 
children in rooms 
connected with the 
offices of the Board 
of Education in the 
Schiller Building on 
May 1 has served to” 
call attention to the 
results of a years’ 
work by this depart- 
ment of the public school system. Chi- 
cago was the first city to see the practical 
application of the child-study movement by 
introducing it in the public schools. So 
quickly did it prove its value that it has 
already been taken up extensively in the 
schools of England. Educators in many 
American cities are planning to introduce 
the department in their schools and are 
coming to Chicago to gather ideas. , 
Professor Fred W. Smedley has charge of 
the department and with his corps of assist- 
ants is now working at the Englewood High 
School. He has cane the examination 
of 6,200 children in twelve public schools. 
The genera! principles deduced from these 
figures represent types and averages that 
further investigation will only corroborate 
and correct in detail. Some of the interest: 
ing facts Professor Smedley believes tie has 
proved concerning school children are these: 
Pupils who are physically stronger are 
mentally stronger, the two characteristics 
varying in direct ratio. It is definitely 
proved by the fact that the taller, heavier, 
‘stronger pupils, at a certain age, are found . 


in @ higher grade than the smaller, weaker | 


children of the same age. 

The difference in physical conditions varies 
most at the ages of 13 and 14. This would 
argue.the desirability of introducing the 
elective system in the upper grammar grades. 

The energy and strength of pupils vary 
at different hours in the day. It is possible 

» to arrange schoo! work so that harder studies 
come at hours when the pupils are best 
fitted for energetic work and to put the play 
hours at the time when energy is lowest. ° 

It is possible in a measure to determine the 
edaptability or inadaptability of pupils to- 
ward certain occupations. 

Direct physical cause for backwardness or 
seeming dullness on the part of certain 
pupils is discovered and in many cases is 
shown to be remediable. 


ONE REQUISITE. 

The importance of a good physique is im- 
pressed upon the mind of the child and it 
is shown in what particular way its own 
defects may be corrected. The teacher also 
gains this knowledge. a 

It becomes evident that physical condi- 
tion must be made a basis for the grading 
of pupils, especially upon entering the first 
grade. 

The general observations which are made 
during these tests would reach many other 


- eonclusions, but these are definitely proved 


by the record of measurements, in figures. 
Professor Smedley believes that as he goes 
further he will be able to work out many 
other principles that will be of assistance 
in arranging the work of public schools. 
The laboratory just opened contains ap- 
paratus for a complete Bertillon measure- 
ment. In addition to this there are a num- 
ber of tests that go far deeper into the in- 
dividuality of the subject. Nervous strength, 
temperament, action of forces that lie be- 
hind the muscular acuteness of the senses, 
and other qualities usually considered vague 
and indefinite are measured and recorded 
in figures. The laboratory will be of special 
use for the study of backward children who 


‘are brought there by interested and 


teachers.

given a card and asked to record certain 
facts about age, place of birth, nativity of 


parents, etc. There are blanks in which 


thé teacher may mark the school standing 


', @nd facts about “attention,” ‘‘ memory,”

The four other records illustrate the condi- 
tion of strength as it rises and falls through 
the day. Record (c) was taken at 10:30 in 
the morning; when the work of a school day 
is about to begin. The second one (d) at noon 
shows a falling off in thd@ latent energy. 
After lunch, however, when (e) was taken, | 
the condition of strength had returned to 
nearly the same pointasin the morning. At 
the close of the school day the strength had 
fallen below any other point in the day. 
According to such tests as these the work 
in the various schoolrooms of Chicago will 
be arranged. The harder studies will be put 
at hours when the energy of the pupils is at 
its highest point, and the play hours will be 
put where it falls the lowest. Other valuable 
results are gained from the ergograph test. 
An interesting point is the fact that It real- 
ly measures nervous enetgy. This is proved 
by passing an electric current through the 
forearm. It relieves the nervous exhaustion 
and it follows that the muscles continue to 
work much longer and without signs of ex- 
-haustion at the point they have failed before. 
The audiometer is.a complex instrument 
for measuring acer of ability in hearing. 
It is often shown that backward pupils are 
suffering from a defect of hearing or sight 
that has been responsible for the apparent 
dullness of intellect.. The audiometer tests 
are conducted in a perfectly stillroom. The 
instrument consists of a multiple board with 
battery to which is connected an ear piece, 
much like the receiver of a telephone. The 
receiver contains a delicate diaphragm. The 
person making the test by means of the mul- 
tiple switch gradually decreases the current, 
at the same time making and breaking it. 
A faint twitching of the diaphragm grows 
less audible. The vanishing point is record- 
ed, and a formal! ear is readily distinguished 
as being at such a point in the scale. i 


DETERMINING OCCUPATION. 


The test for motor ability is conducted 
with an apparatus in principle resembling a 
telegraph key. This test is one on which 
are based some of the conclusions as to the 
occupation a child may or may not be fitted 
for. Certain pupils make records that show 
them to be fitted for the occupations of tele- 


\graph operator, stenographer, or to become 


instrumental musicians. Others are so far 
below the average natural ability that they 
could not but fail. 3 

The test is conducted by placing in the 
child’s hand one electrode in the form of 
@ pen and having him tap with it upon a

ister records the number of times he is able 
to tap in ninety seconds. Three sets of 
muscles are used, the flexers of the middle 
finger, the wrist muscles, and the forearm.

It is shown in a table compiled from the 
results of a large number of examinations 
that at the age of 15 and 16 the difference 
between the hands increases in marked de- 
gree, while with the girls it remains about 
the same. It is at this age the voices of 
boys beg:n to change.

HE announcement 
that the Sultan has 
decided upon the 
constguction of a 
railroad from Da- 
mascus to Mecca 
knocks as much ro- 
mance out of the 
sacred East as the 
opening of a railroad 
line from Jaffa to 
Jerusalem. It’ re- 
mains to be seen 
how far the virtues 
of the great Black 
be affected by pil- 
grimage made easy,”’ and it is certain that 
the proud title of “ Hadji,’’ which is con- 
ferred on every Moslem who has worshiped 
at Mecca, will lose its value when the pil- 
grimage, which has hitherto taken months 
to accomplish, can be made in the space of 
a few days by means of an excursion ticket 
to Mecca. 

At least one-half of the revenue of the 
projected line will be derived from the con- 
veyance of corpses. Every well-to-do Mo- 
hammedan endeavors to provide for the in- 
terment of his remains in the neighborhood 
of Mecca, and large sums of money are de- 
voted to the conveyance of bodies across the 
desert to the Holy City by means of the 
grewsome “caravan of the dead,” every 
camel of which has two or threé coffins 
slung on either side of its hump. 

These bodies are always enveloped in the 
most costly rugs and carpets that have be- 
longed to the dead man, and these become 
the perquisite of the camel men and sub- 
sequently find their way to the carpet 
bazaars of Cairo, Alexandria, Smyrna, and 
Damascus, where they are purchased by 
Europeans in happy ignorance of the pur- 
pose for which they have been employed. 

It would seem that Dr. Leyds, the Boer 
agent in Europe, has lost his job. He had 
been indulging in a lively hope that the Boer 
delegates who arrived in Europe the other 
day would bring him a letter from President 
Kruger with instructions as_to his future 
course of action, and above all with power 
In- 
stead of this the delegates brought only a 
verbal greeting to Dr. Leyds from the Presi- 
dent, with the intimation that “ as far as all 
future expenditures were concerned the dele- 
gates would see to the matter.” All com- 
munication between Dr. Leyds and his gov- 
ernment at Pretoria ceased at the end of 
January, although the messages which 
President Kruger has found means to ad- 
dress since then to all sorts of people in 
Europe, and even to newspafers in the 
United States, show that he could readily 


have communicated with Dr. Leyds had he 


wished to do so. That he should have ab- 
solutely ignored the Batavian halfbreed 
since then shows that he has no further 
use for him, and in view of the fact that the 
doctor has not only exhausted the immense 
funds placed at his disposal when he last 
came to Europe, but has likewise contracted 
a number of unauthorized engagements in 
Europe on behalf of the Transvaal Republic, 
he is likely to find himself in difficulties. I 
learn that his official and personal resources 
have been completely exhausted, that he is 
heavily in debt, and that his creditors are 
taking steps to attach his personal belong- 
ings, which arrived at Brussels not long ago 
m Pretoria.

readers, is identical with that proposed to 
Pius IX. in 1848, and which that Pope would 
have accepted had he not been thwarted 
by these self-same intransigents and re- 
actionary members of the Papacy, who in- 
duced him to flee to Gacta in the disguise 
of a footman. 

The Count of Caserta has now come out 
in favor of an analogous project—that is. 
to say, in favor of a federal Italy, instead of 
a united one. Only he expresses the opin- 
ion that the federation should be under the 
auspices of a Bourbon constitutional King 
of southern Italy and Sicily, instead of the 
Pope. He declares that if he were King 
he would select his Ministers from al! par- 
{ies .and would give a most important of- 
fice to Dr. Colajanni, who is one of the 
fiercest Republicans in the present National 
Legislature at Rome. It is somewhat sig- 
nificant that Dr. Colajanni has been re- 
cently endeavoring to whitewash the mem- 
ory of the Neapolitan Rourbons by compar- 
ing them to their advantage to King Hum- 
bert and to the Printes of the now reign- 
ing house of Savoy. 

The manifesto of the Count of Caserta ts 
singularly ill-timed and itmpolitic. King 
Iiumbert can show that for many years past 
Princes of the Neapolitan house of Bour- 
bon, close relatives of the Count of Caserta, 
have been in receipt of liberal allowances 
from his privy purse, while at the present 
moment negotiations are in progress for 


the payment to the widowed ex-Queen of | 


Naples of the annuity assured to her by the 
Kingdom of Naples by treaty with Bavaria 

at the time of her marriage to the late King 
Yrancis. The present Kingdom of Italy as- 
sumed the foreign obligation of the Kingdom 
of Naples on the incorporation of the latter 
into the former, and therefore is bound to 


Kingdom of Naples towards Bavaria in con- 
nection with the annuity of the ex-Queen. 


The young Khedive is about to make his 
first visit to the English court after a brief 
stay at Paris to take 
in the international 
exhibition there. He 
has been a number of 
years on the throne, 
but until now has in- 
variably refused to 
pay his respects to 
Queen Victoria, al- 
though he has sev- 
eral times made trips 
to Paris, Vienna, 
Rome, Berlin, and 
Constantinople. This 
pointed neglect, tak-

SOME EARLY PLAYS OUT WEST. 


When “ Rip Van Winkle ” Was a Nov- 
elty and People Heard of Shakspeare 
as an Adjunct to Ben de Bar. 


The Khedive. 


The term “ barn-storming ” was unknown 
west of New York before the civil war. 
Traveling companies were few and uncer- 
tain in their dates. The circus traveled 
overland, but the theatrical company never, 
In the West. Amusements other than the 
tented shows were confined principally to the 
river towns. 

Sometimes a few strolling players would 
| arrive in an inland town by stage, rent a 
hall for the night, occasionally for a longer 
stand, and appear on the night of the day of 
their arrival, without previous announce- 
«nent except by handbills. The scenery con- 
sisted of a drop curtain, usually of cambric 
or domestic sheeting. The lights were can- 


‘ dies, which had to be renewed before the 


performance was over. The “ orchestra ” 
was composed home talent. There was 
always some om gg town who could fiddle. 

All seats were worth the same money, 
and, of course, there were no coupons. The 
goer paid his cash to the man on the door, 
who usually left his pest as soon as possible 
to “‘ make up” for his part In the play. 

The town visited by players in that time 
was usually the county seat, and the “ act- 
ing was generally tn the courthouse. 

As the courthouse was public property no 
rent was charged, and the consent of the 
Sheriff was the only license. There were 
*“ deadheads ”’ then, and the Sheriff was al- 
ways fixed. So was the landlord of the town 
where the playgoers slept two in a bed. 

Not often aia these strolling actors pre- 
sent anything ‘other than “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin ” and “ East Lynne.” Between “ cur- 
tains” the elocutionist of the “ troupe ”"— 
“ company” was unknown—gave “ Shamus 
O’Brien,” or “ Bingen on the Rhine.” These 
were the specialties. But forty years ago 
a Shakspearean play was unknown in the 
inland towns of what is now the middle 
West. Thirty years ago Joe Jefferson's 
“Rip Van Winkle” was new in St. Louls, 
and people from the interior of the State 
‘made journeys of a day and a night to 
see it. 

“Jessie Brown; or, The Siege of Lucknow,” 
was the first military play of any note 
produced -in the inland towns of.the West, 
and that was not seen until after the close 
of the civil war. “ The Black Crook” was 
the first spectacular play west of the Mis- 
sissippi, and that was after the civil war. 
It was considered so marvelous that people 
from remote sections of the State went to 
the cities to see it. 

But before Jefferson, with the stage crea- 
tion of the vagabond Rip, and before “ The 
Siege of Lucknow,” and even before “ Uncie 
Tom’s Cabin,” Ben de Bar of St. Louis had 
acquainted the péople of that town with Sir 
John Falstaff, and that was the first Shaks- 
pearean character seen in that section. 

In fact, some years later, when a young 
tragedian appeared in Leavenworth as Ham- 
let, the playbill contained the information: 

BY WILLIAM SHAKSPEARE, 
Author of ** Merry Wives of Windsor,’ as Played 
by Ben de Bar. 

The playgoer remembered that. It was 
the production which introduced Shaks- 
peare in some portions of the West. 

The society play of that time, when pro- 
duced, which was not often, was “ The Lady 
of Lyons.” To have seen it and to speak 
of it intelligently was an evidence of culture 
and a passport. It had the indorsement of 
the best people. They went to see it where 
they could not have been induced to see 
other plays mentioned, except “ East 
Lynne.” 

When “ East Lynne” was played tn Har- 
risonville, Cass County, Mo., twenty-seven 
years ago in the old courthouse women be- 
came hysterical and men wept. A land 
company which was just then laying out a 
new town on a projected railroad met the 
day after the play and named the town East 
Lynne, and it so appears on the map. 

It is within the memory of Kansas City 
playgoers that when the English actress 
Mary Gladstane played the dual r6le in 
“ East Lynne” in a town hall the citizens 
were so infatuated with the character and 
the actress that she was tendered a “ rousing 
benefit ’’—all benefits were so called then.

SOME “LITTLE RIVERS.” __ 


In the counties north of Cook, in Lake 
and Kenosha and Racine, there are innumer- 
able small ponds, connected by creeks, that, 
though almost within hearing of the surge 
of Lake Michigan, turn westward, and 
uniting form tributaries to the Mississippi 
and so find their way to the Gulf of Mexico, 
Many of .these come together before the 
Wisconsin line is passed, and form the Des- 
plaines River, which flows southward 
through Lake County into Cook, and acress 
that southwestward into Will, and so to bers 
Illinois, 

For the tramp who comes to the Des- 
plaines River at the village which bears its 
name a delightful day ts in prospect. He 
may go either up or down stream and stroll 
until sunset beneath great trees, up and 
down over grassy hills. If it is a week day 
he may leave Chicago early over the North- 
western railroad, or if it is Sunday he may 
go out on the 9:10 train, and, leaving the 
train at the Désplaines station, just beyond 
the bridge, turn eastward to the high school 
and northward in the road that passes by the 
east side of that, following the telegraph 
wires until he has crossed the creek, and 
then go across the fields eastward to the 
river bank. 

Where he comes to the river it is little 
more than 100 feet wide, two or three feet 
deep, or perhaps four or five at this time of 
year, flowing swiftly, with @n almost un- 
broken surface. The-land on both sides is 
fairly high, and the banks are rounded and 


| grassgrown. Along the western bank a path 


runs, keeping near the water.- It turns down 
from a roadway that crosses the river on @ 


land surrounding a Uttle factory, stretches 
beneath shading fruit trees, that form a lane 
to a farmbouse door. Leaving the lane it 
plunges down the bank and past the farm- 
house, and then across a broad, open mead- 
ow, inclosed in a bend of the stream. The 
path is longer than the north-bound road, 
for it follows the winding of the stream. and 
the windings of the Desplaines are many. 
But it is also better walking than the road, 
being grassy and grateful to the feet, and 
being shaded much of the way. 

On the east bank of the river are deep elm 
woods, still save when the clear note of the 
robin or the catbird is heard through them. 
There is no wood more beautiful than that 
made by theelms. The forests of the tropics 
may be more gorgeous, the redwood groves 
of the Pacific more impressive, and the pine- 
wogds more musical with the incessant 
“ soughing ”’ of the wind. But in the elm- 
woods there is a charm that none of these 
possess. Somehow the elm is a tree that ap- 
peals to men. The sturdy, straight trunk, 
reaching high tn air before it branches, and 


curves, seems a symbol of beauty and of 
strength. The birds love it as well, and the 
flowers do. The elmwoods are carpeted with 
grass, and the carpet is spangled with manys 
colored blossoms, ahd when at close of day 
the setting sun streams in yellow light be- 
neath the lofty gothic arches, and the even- 
song of the robin and of the wood thrush its 
heard, the tramp stands and listens, filled 
with a nameless ecstasy and awe.

HE WAS A “SOCIETY.” 


Royalty and Men High in the 
Arts and Sciences Were 
His Dupes. 


ALL FOR HIS WIFE. 


ETTERS from a New York book auc- 
-tioneer announce the death of Ben 
Ww. Austin, probably the greatest au- 
tograph collector of his time. The 
- eatalogue for the sale makes 176 close- 
printed octavo pages. It speaks for the 
enccess of the schemes, questionable though 
they may have been, of a man whose con- 
suming passion was the collection of auto- 
graphs, and whose labors resulted in mental 
decline and premature death. 

Austin’s methods were questionable, but 
the results marveious. He first operated in 
the Bast, principally in New York. After 
several years the literary world discovered 
that Austin was not all that he professed to 
be. The exposure was brought about by the 
New York Critic. That journal attacked 
Austin and his methods, and the local press 
joined in the assault. He was pounded with- 
out mercy, and when the situation became 
unbearable the reporters of the daily news- 
paper that was giving space to the matter 
suddenly discovered that the collector had 
changed his base of operations. With his 
departure the incident dropped from public 
notice. This was twelve years ago, and Aus- 
tin quietly hid himself in Sioux City, Ia., 
where he resumed his practices. After a time 
he removed to Dallas, Tex., where he died 
a short time ago. During the last years of 
his work he suffered mental collapse. 

The circular sent out by thé New York 
auctioneer indicates that the closing act of: 
a remarkable career is about to take place, 
for the character of the Austin collection as- 
sures its sale and scatterment. Many col- 
lectors ‘will always regard Ben Austin as 
the greatest collector of autographs of this 


age, and a man whose genius, fertility, and |}: 


ability, if rightly directed, would have made 
him invaluable to any historical society. 


Collector’s Methods. 


Austin was ingenious, and, unlike the ma- 
jority of those persons who devote their 


lives to the collection and preservation of. 


data and documents that shall be of value to 
future generations, was moved by financial 
considerations. To Curator Aldrich of the 
Towa Historical society he once confided 
that his collection should take the place of 
life insurance; that he regarded it as a for- 


'* tune which should keep his wife from want 


in case death should deprive her of his sup- 
port. Putting aside the methods adopted 
by the eccentric collector, and viewing only 
the result of his efforts, it must be con- 
ceded that his schemes were as practical as 
they were unique. His collection will bring 
thousands of dollars to the purse of the 
widow—more money, no doubt, than could 
have been made from any one of the ordinary 
lines of trade. 

He went about the business in a systematic 
way. His letters to the persons whose auto- 
graphs he would secure were written on the 
ttationery of the “‘ Northwestern Historical 
and Literary society.” Thepapei was ofthe 
finest quality, the engravings which adorned 
lit were of the highest type of the art, and 
the penmanship—which was his own—was so 
perfect as to resemble script. It is said 
that at one time in life Austin held @ posi- 
tion which could only be filled by an expert 

mman. At least one of these letters is still 

existence. It reads: 

“ Dear Sir: I have the honor to inform you 
that this society has made you one of its 
honorary members. I await an indication 


of your acceptance of the honor, in which . 


case please forward your photograph and a 
brief biographical sketch in your own hand- 
writing, in order that the same may be given 
a place in books kept for the purpose.” 
Everything pertaining to the request had 
the appearance of genuineness, and few 


failed to,respond. Autographs which State 


societies would be greatly pleased to secure 
were carried by the mails to Sioux City and 
placed in the hands of Mr. Austin. And he 
was successful in other lands as at home. 
Royalty and men of distinction in all coun- 
tries were caught by the bait which the 
collector set for them. All the methods 
adopted have not been disclosed: but the 
fact that nine great scrapbooks of hundreds 
of pages each were filled with the auto- 
graphs and photographs of the distinguished 
persons of the whole world. testified to the 
tact and genius of the collector. .As showing 
the taste and style which marked Austin’s 
work, it may be said that his scrapbooks 
were made to order, of the costliest mate- 
rial. The paper was the best stock ohtain- 
able, and was ruled according to a drawing 
prepared by Austin. The binding was of 
‘morocco. The books cost $60each. But Ben 
Austin did not stop here. The securing of 
autographs was only one branch of his 
business. He addressed the various book 
concerns of the country, with the result that 
evaluable volumes found their way to the 
shelves of the “ Northwestern Historical and 
laterary society,”’ all without money and 
without price. Mr. Austin was not at his 
wits’ ends when requests for especially 
prized volumes could not be complied with. 
His resources were on a par with his desires 
and his cultivated tastes. He gave of his 
accumulations to State historical societies, 
and modestly suggested at the same time 
the particular volume which he desired, and 
in many instances this generosity brought 
the coveted book or books without delay. 
The Iowa historical collection contains 
many donations by Mr. Austin. j

At the time of the 
disappearance of the buffalo the Indians 
were heartbroken. They went to Bill Ham- 
fiton, who they knew had noamed over much 


|ef the West, and told him that they did not 


Hnow where the buffalo had gone. “ We 


know that you have'traveled far,” they said 


to him, ‘and perhaps you will travel again, , 
now that we need to send a runner after the 
buffalo. If you go far to the north and find 
the buffalo, no matter where that place is 
we will follow you there.” Bill never found 


the buffalo, but he did make a trip far to | 


the north among the tribes of the British 
possessions. He says that he was sent up 
there by some scientific men to learn whether 
the Indians of that country used the same 


sign language as that of our tribes. He [to employ it. It, was 


learned that those Northern tribes under- 
stood him perfectly, and that he likewise | 
understood them. Among the party of sci- 
entists who employed Bill Hamilton to make 
this trip was one man who had pursued this 
same study in South America. This man 
could talk intelligibly with Bill Hamilton by 
means of the signs which he had learned in 
South America; hence it seems probable | 
‘that all the native North American and 
South American native tribes have a sign) 
language which is practically a common one, — 
and could converse if brought together. The 
ethnological records at Washington tell of | 
a talk which occurred there between two 
Indians, one an Apache from Arizona and — 
one a Nez Perce from the far northern part 
of the West, representatives of tribes which | 
had never met.

SIGN LANGUAGE OF INDIANS. 


Ever since the settlement of this country 
we have had at our doors this sign language, 
this speech without words, whatever its ori- 
gin or its age. The American Indians are 
the greatest sign talkers now left in the 
world; or, perhaps more properly, it might 
be said that they were such until the ad- 
vance of white civilization changed many 
of the requirements of their lives and thus ; 
altered many of their customs, this among 
them. The average white man never learned | 
the sign language of the Indians, perhaps 
having contempt for. it, perhaps ignorant 
that such a thing existed. It was only the. 
half savage trapperor hunter, the voyageur 
or plainsman whose life was spent among the 


strangers to a local speech. The more study 
one gives to this primeval! vehicle of thought ; 


“The traveler upon the plains in the early 
days soon learned the significance of the 
spifes of smoke which he sometimes saw ris- 
ing: from a distant ridge or hill, and which 
in fern he might see answered from a dif- 
| ferit direction. It was the signal talk of

The old- 
timer and the squaw man knew that one fire 
arrow (an arrow prepared by treating the 
head of the shaft with gunpowder and fine 
bark) meant the same as one column of 
smoke puffs—viz.: ‘“‘An enemy is near.’" Two 
fire arrows meant “ Danger.’’ Three arrows 
said imperatively, “ This danger is great.’’ 
Several arrows said, ‘“‘ The enemy are too 
many for us.”" Two arrows shot up into the 
air at once meant, “‘ We shall attack."’ Three 
at once said, ‘‘ We attack soon.”’ Four ar- 
rows at once said, “ We attack now.’» An 
arrow shot off in a diagonal direction said

MIRROR SIGNALS. | 

The Indians had yet other signals in com- 
mon use, some of which were never fully 
understood by the whites. Amo these 
were the signals made by the use of, mir- 
rors, which flashed reflections far across the 
hills or plains. These signals were made by 
@ small glass held in the hollow of the hand. 
It is said that an Indiam Chief has been 
known to maneuver a body of his mounted 
warriors, sending them backward and for- 
ward, wheeling and charging and retreating, 
much after the fashion of our own cavalry, 
and to do this as he sat silent before them 
at a distance and with no visible motion of 
the hand or arm. He later explained that 
“he made the signals with a little mirror held 
in his hand. When the traveling Indian did 
not have with him the means of making a 
fire or of using the flashlight code, which he 
appears to have perfected before the white 
man did his cable code, he was by no means 
without resources. He stooped down and 
gathered a handful of fine dust, which he 
cast up into the air. This meant the same 
as the smoke signal, though not visible so 
far. By this means the advance guard could 
tell that he saw the buffalo or that the 
enemy was visible or that it might be well 
for his companions to come up to him, 

In the forests as well as upon plains 
it was sometimes necessary for one man to 
communicate with another while the two 

ere separated by days’ of time or miles of 

stance. What boy hae not left a slanting 
stick to tell his companion which path he has 
taken in the woods? The boy does without 
instruction precisely what the savage does. 
When one party of Indians wishes to tell 
another party where it has gone the 
leader places a stick, stuck slantwise in the 
ground, pointing im the direction taken by 
the departing party. This is an index finger, 
saying plainly, ‘That way.” But if the 
newly arriving party saw a cross stick stuck 
into the earth at right angles to the index it 
was known, in the language of the signs, that 
the first party intended to travel one day. 
Two cross sticks meant two days, and soon. 
These people could not write a letter to pin 
upon the stick, but their message was none 
the less plain to those who read it. 


SIGN TALK PROPER. 

Such were some of the long distance sig- 
nals of the tribes, simple and easily under- 
stood by all. This is something Interesting 
to study, but It has properly no connection 
with the sign language used as a common 
vehicle of communication in conversation. 
The sign language proper was executed by 
the movements, gestures, and positions of 
the bands and arms, sometimes of other 
members of the body. To learn the simple 
signals of the plains was easy to any one 
who cared to do so, but the mastery of the 
sign talk was a matter far more complex 
and difficult and for some white men the 
task was too much. Indeed, it seems that 
there were degrees of proficiency in the sign 
talk even among the Indians themselves, 
and they certainly made a distinction be- 
tween the signs used by women and those 
employed by men. The woman was not ac- 
credited by her savage lord with intelligence 
sufficient to use the choicest and most ele- 
gant sign language. Once I was talking 
with old Bill Hamilton and had occasion to 
make the sign for “night,"’ or “ sleep,”’ say- 
ing that I had been so many nights.in com- 
ing so far. This I gave as it was taught me

The old man 
snorted his disgust at this. “‘ That’s no way 
to say it!’ he cried. “* That’s a mighty poor 
sort of sign talk. Who taught you that? 
Some one who didn’t know much about it, 
I can tel] you that. Why, that’s woman 
talk, a woman’‘s sign for ‘night’! An In- 
dian wouldn't ever say it that way.”’ Then 
Bfll brought his two curved hands together 
in front of him, the one above the other. 
It is impossible to exactly express the mo- 
tion in type, as indeed it is impossible to 
show. the sign talk pictorially, since the 
movement of the hands has so much to do 
with the significance. Yet old Bill Ham- 
ilton’s hands, thus brought slowly together 
in front of him, said plainly, when once you 
Over—this way—all over 
—all over everything—the all-over-every- 
thing time—the night was all over the land.”’ 
It seems that this is how it should be said 
in the court language—not in colMoquial ex- 
pression or fn sign dialect, as it were. 


EASY SIGNS. 

Some of the Indian signs are simple and 
readily understood. When the sign talker 
straddled his left hahd with the two split 
fingers of the right you caught the idea of 
*“ horse’ almost at @nce. When he held the 
hands thus and advanced them with a series 
of short, choppy, forward movements, you 
saw that the horse was going, that it was 
galloping. When the talker hooked his two 
forefingers and held his hands up at the sides 
of his head you saw the hooked horns of the 
buffalo, and you knew what he meant. Ifhe 
thrust both arms above his head, spread out, 
and with the fingers spread out, you saw the 
branching antlers of the elk unmistakably. 
The wolf sign, the first two fingers of each 
hand held close together and upright at each 
side of the head, indicated the erect ears of 
that animalplainly. Not quite so plain, yet 
plain enough if you are a hunter, was the 
sign for the mountain bighorn sheep—the 
two hands, one at each side of the head, 
describing the outward and forward curve 
of the horns, The finger and thumb slightly 
approached and held at the side of the head 
indicated less obviously the pronghorn of the 
antelope. The sign for snake was simple, 
and any one would untierstand it—the ex- 
tended forefinger thrust out before the body 
in a waving line, like the course of the snake 
in traveling. Not quite so obvious is the 
sign for “lie, liar, he lles.”” Here we get 
back to the ancient symbol of the serpent, 
which seems to be the synonym for duplicity 
among all peoples and foralltimes. The liar 
sign is made everywhere by the forked 
fingers thrust out im front of the mouth, or 
across the body—‘* He speaks with a forked 
tongue.”’ This is ancient Indian rhetoric 
for you, but it is correct. The sign for 
“truth, it is true,’ would obviously be the 
single finger used in a similar manner—“ He 
speaks with a single tongue.” 

Yet others of the simpler signs are easy 
of comprehension by the man who is capa- 
ble of casting off his customary habits of 
thought and trying to be a child again. 
Thus, we say a man Is in doubt, he wavers 
mentally, he is shaken in his mind, he hesi- 
tates. When the Indian sees something 
strange to him, whose name he does not 
know, about which he Is in doubt, he points 
to it, then shakes his loosely extended fin- 


don’t know what that is,” he says, plainly, 
when you come to think of it. 

Now, stop to think what you do with your 
hand when you say “ No!” and say it em- 
phatically. What does the heroine do on 
the stage when she spurns the villain’s suit? 
Hand palm out, swept sharply down and to 
the right. It is “ No” as plain as can be. 
Upon the other hand, We all know the im- 
plication of the extended hand when it is 
held in front of the body, as when one 
shakes hands or is pleased, or says it is all 
right—the gesture of assent or of concur- 
rence. When the Indian would say “ Good; 
it js all right,” he throws out his right hand 
in front of him, palm down, the edge of the 
hand away from him. When he says“ Yes ”’ 
he snaps his forefinger down upon the hand 
as he brings the hand quickly down in front. 
of him. It is hard to explain, but when you 
see him do it you know he means “ I've got 
you,” as readily as you would understand 


FOR “A PRETTY GIRL.” 

The Indians had a certain love of female 
beauty, just as wé have, and their estimate 
of the distinguished qualities of the sex 
would appear to be not dissimilar to our 
own, or at least our own as the funny papers 
have it. Suppose an Indian wanted to tell 
you that so-and-so was @ pretty girl. This 


would do it, yet so plain that you could not 
well mistake it: Hands brushéd down each 4 
side of head from middle, the little finger 
edge of the hand touching the hair, the 
movement of the hands the same on each 
side. “ The creature that parts its hair in 
the middle”; i. e., woman. Hand held in 
front’ of face, palm toward face, look into 
hand intently—‘*‘ Looking glass.” Hand 
thrust out in front of body, palm down, Is 
sign of “ All right, good.” So there you 
have it: “ Woman—looks in glass—what 
she sees is all righf, it ie good: A pretty 
woman.”’ 

We do not sharpen our minds up to under- 
stand these signs, because we ordinarily do 
not need to do so; yet if any exigency of 
life deprives us of the power of speech or 
so deprives our only companions, how quick- 
ly do we turn to the universal language of 
signs. Once I was left alone all day with 
Bear Chief, a Blackfoot Indian, out on the 
Blackfoot reservation. We were waiting for 
the arrival of a friend named Appekunny, 
who had failed to appear. Neither Bear 
Chief nor my@if knew much each of the 
other’s , and we soon exhausted 
that little stock. I could not talk sign to 
any great extest. I told Bear Chief, in sign 
talk, the best ‘I could, that he and I were 
friends (the two forefingers, held together 
in front of one, say “ Both alike, the same, 
equal; friends,”. pretty plainly). I told him 
I was glad to be in his country, my heart 
was good to him. I told him that I had 
been hunting up in his mountains and that I 
had killed three sheep, one large ram; that 
this made my heart good. After that the 
conversation languished. We were both 
awfully tired of sitting around doing noth- 
ing. Once ina while Bear Chief would heave 
a sigh, say “ Appekunny!” and shake his 
fingers: “ Appekunny—don’t know—don't 
where he is."". Then after a while he began 
to smile, and to make sonmie sign which I 
could not understand. He brought his hand 
to the pit of his stomach, brought It up along 
his stomach, then up and out. I could not 
understand what this meant, but he repeat- 
ed it frequently with a bland and knowing 


smile, At last I guessed it. “ Sick—Appe- 
kunny sick,” I said. “Ah!” grunted he; 
which is Blackfoot for “ Yes.” Then we 


both laughed. Appekunny had been indulg- 
ing in the flowing bowl the day and night 
before. It proved too true, as we later 
learned, that he was sick, and that was why 
~*® saw no Appekunny that day. 


BEST SIGN TALKERS. 


Among the various Western Indian tribes 
the Southern peoples seem to have been the 
most proficient in the sign language, just as 
races of Europe are those who 
talk best with their hands. Thé Klowas and 
Comanches were admittedly the best sign 
talkers, though this was no doubt merely 
by reason of the fact that they had, in the 
days when sign talk ruled upon the plains, 
more occasion to use the sign language. 
Major J. W. Powell points out, in his inter- 
esting compilations from the records of the 
government ethnological office, the fact the 
Kiowas were supposed to get some of their 
sign talk from early Spaniards, or, at least, 
after the advent of the Spaniard they appear 
to have obtained great proficiency. It may 
be possible that these Southern tribes, meet- 
ing white men often in the earlier days, 
came to perfect themselves in the most feas- 
ible form of communication which then 
seemed possible. 

There was, however, but little difference 
between the sign talk of the Southern tribes 
and those of the northern latitudes. Even 
In the same tribe there were often two or 
three signs for the same word, yet so keenly 
was the observation of the red races culti- 
vated that there seems to have been no dif- 
ficulty for the most remote tribes ir talking 
with each other in this way when they met. 
The common or universal signs seem to have 
been added to by many of less obvious sig- 
nificance, which were none the less of gen- 
eral acceptance. Thus among all the plains 
people the sign names of the different tribes 
were generally understood. From the Sel- 
kirks to the Gulf an Indian would know you 
meant a Crow Indian (Absoraka) if you 
stretched out your arms and flapped them, 
as a bird flying. The ancient sign for Sioux 
was the hand drawn across the throat, say- 
ing in sign language the “ Cut throat,”’ which 
was the unpleasant cognomen of the Sioux. 
The sign for Cheyenne was the right hand 
drawn on edge across the left arm. This 
name, “Cut arm,” goes back a long way, 
and though Its first significance is not easy 
to get at, its general acceptance is indis- 
putable. The sign for Blackfoot was some- 
times made by dusting off the right foot 
with the right hand. The more common 
and less comprehensible form of the sign 
was to rub the right cheek with the hand, 
meaning the “ painted cheek.” When the 
Arapahoe wanted to tell his nationality he 
touched the breast several times with the 
point of his finger, meaning, perhaps, “ The 
breast-marked people.”” Sometimes the 
Arapahoes called themselves the “ good 
hearts,” using almost the same sign, touch- 
ing the breast with the forefinger. The Gros 
Ventre sign was simple—the two hands run 
out and forward in front of the body, saying 
“The folk of large abdomen.” The Gros 
Ventres lived much upon roots, whose con- 
sumption tended to distend the abdomen. 
The sign for Nez Perce was easy, the right 
forefinger passed across below the nose, as 
if in the act of plercing the nose. The tribe 
received the name from the early French 
because of their habit of piercing the nose 
for the purpose of wearing a bone ornament. 

One will not see so much of the old sign 
talk among the tribes today if he travels 
among the reservations of the West, for the 
Indian is nothing if not practical, and he 
does anything in the easiest possible way. 
The changes in his life have rendered it un- 
necessary for him torely much upon the sign 
language. There are halfbreeds and Car- 
lisle graduates to interpret for him, and he 
likes to stand up before the Great Father 
and make a speech in that way, being always 
an orator, an actor, and an individual well 
aware of the full value of stage effect and 
dramatic action. He does not use the sign 
language because he does not have to use It. 
Hence it is now passing away. Scientists are 
beginning to study it, and are making 
minute records regarding the old speech of 
the plains. The United States government 
and the Smithsonian Institution are doing 
all they can to learn the old forms. The few 
trappers and hunters of the past who were 
once familiar with the sign talk, and who 
still live to tell us about it, are sought out 
and interviewed carefully. Once a common 
fact, because {t arose from a common neces- 
sity, it is now disappearing to join the an- 
cient and soon to be forgotten story of one

HB State of Tlinol 
has an exhibit ai 
the Paris exhibition 
which is not down 
on any of the cata- 
logues, and of whick 
the directors ar¢ 
probably unaware, 
This exhibit consists 
of two boys from 
Monmouth, who are 
now wearing the 
nobby uniforms 
guards and repre- 
sentatives extra- 
ordinary of the pluck of American youth. 
Starting from their homes in June of last 
year, they worked part of their way to Paris 
and walked that part of the distance which 
could not be worked. The names of these 
boys are respectively Clinton Burns and 
John Nichol, and they were born of that kind 
of American stock possessing energy enough 
to journey to Paris on amibtion when the 


' cash was not in evidence. 


According to Colonel Clark E. Carr of 
Galesburg, there is nothing at the French 
show, from Europe, the Orient, or any other 
quarter of the globe, excepting the United 
States, to compare in qualities of pluck and 
dogged determination with these youths 
from the Illinois prairie. Colonel Carr is of 
the opinion that the French authorities 
ought to award a medal or some sort of 
decoration to the boys as extraordinary ex- 
amples of American push, and the citizens of 
Monmouth evince a glow of pride every time 
the names of the boys ere mentioned. 

Sparta, IL, Was the birthplace of Clinton 
Burns, but most of his life has been spent in 
Monmouth. From his earliest days he has 
had an ardent desire to travel. His father, 
James C, Burns, is Superintendent of the 
Monmouth City Schools, while his mother, 
Ida Carey Burns is the Vice President of 
the Illinois Federation of Wothan’s Clubs 
and Regent of the Warren chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. ) 

Young Burns has always prided himself 
on his revolutionary ancestry, and he has 
been a close student of that part of eariy 
American history which has to do with 
France. One of the main desires of his life 
has been to see Paris. 

John Nichol was born in Monsoura, Egypt, 
but that does not interfere with his being an 
American. His parents w ericans of 
good family, who were living at the time of 
John’s birth as missionaries in the land of 
the Pharaohs. They returned to Monmouth 
to reside when John was 4 years of age. 

Both boys graduated frofa the Monmouth 
High School as honor men of their classes. 
They entered Monmouth College three years 
ago and were well advanced in their respec- 
tive courses when they made the resolve to 
cross the ocean. The inspiration of their 
final determination to see the Paris exposi- 
tiom came from hearing that Colonel Carr, 
President of the Illinois Cagn Propaganda, 
was to have charge of the corn exhibit, and 
they determined to go with him in some 
capacity. They gained the attention of the 
Colonel by persistent efforts and convinced 
him that they ought to go along with the 
corn. 


FIRST HOPES DASHED. 

The failure of the Illinois Legislature to 
make an appropriation for this exhibit blast- 
ed their prospects for the trip in that direc- _ 
tion, but no such small thing as the failure 
of a Legislature to act dampened their 
ardor. They resolved to make the trip with- 
out the aid of the Illinois solons. 

Some of the neighbors down in Monmouth, 
‘who had boys with little desire to see the 
French capital, laughed at the enthusiasm 
of the youths and advised that they be set 
to work at home, but the boys belleved so 
firmly that they could work their way to 
Paris that their parents were at last per- 
suaded to allow them to attempt It. 

As soon as college closed in June of last 
year they started. All John Nichol had was 
a change of clothing and $15. Clinton Burns 
had an extra shirt in addition to two sets 
of clothes and $13. The boys had earned 
the money out of school hours. 

They took the train for Peoria, w they — 
found work for a timeina brick yard. Using 
considerable diplomacy, they obtal ~ 
mission from a railroad conductor to 
Urbana in an open freight car. Stopping 
off near Urbana, they worked on a railroad 
section until an excursion for railroad men 
carried them to Indianapolis. At Greens- | 
burg, Ind., they found work in the harvest 
field for the Logan brothers, and when 
ready to move east they took a freight train, 
paying their way by shoveling coal for the 
fireman. In this way they worked and rode, 
neither begging at doors nor stealing, until 
they reached Baltimore—proving correct 
their theory that any one willing to work 
can get on in this country by his own effort— 
though the effort included digging plantains 
out of lawns, laying sidewalk for maiden 
ladies, paying their fare by handling freight 
for trainmen, and attending to cattle for 
stock shippera | 

It was their plan to cross the ocean in @ 
cattle ship. Accordingly they went to a 
shipping office on reaching Baltimore, and 
after a few days of uncertainty they were 
gratified by securing places on the steam- 
ship Appomattox as cattlemen, théir work, 
with seven others, being that of feeding and 
watering the cargo of fat cattle The work 
was not hard, and with nothing of moment 
except a fire in midocean in the hay stored 
for the cattle they reached London at the 
end of fifteen days. For two weeks, witha 
Baedeker, they saw London. Counting 
their money, they found they had $80 apiece 
and the world before them. Then, taking

Surgical Feat That Was Long Consid- 
ered an Impossibility Is Succeéss- 
fully Accomplished.

jagged Wy a snag which struck about two 
iriches below the fold of the flank, causing 
a torn, bleeding, qoving wound about four 
inches in length, directly downward and in 
a line over the femoral artery—the large 
artery which supplies the entire leg with 
blood—the latter vessel having been laid 
bare and séverely bruised in the wreck, no 
large vessels having been torn. 

Kamtsky, with the great wisdom of a 
world of experience, wisely apprehended the 
possible results of this peculiar wound, and 


| "for the next twenty-four hours he spent 


every minute of his time, valuable as it was, 
working with chemical fire, molten sub- 
stances, and appartus of divers kinds until. 
finally the object of his efforts was finished, 
a small, hollow, elastic, colorless tube, about 
five inches long, the composition of which 
is not recorded, consequently not known. 
In twelve hours after his task was finished 
careful scrutiny of the injured limb revealed 
a slightly bluish tint. scarcely noticeable, 
on the end of the great toe.

This sum allowed the employment of special 
agents to inaugurate the system in farming 
communities and to look after’its practical 
workings. 

It was not until the summer of 1899 that 
the system was extended to any great de- 
gree in the middle West, but no sooner was 
it known that it was possible to obtain free 
delivery in rural districts than the Postoffice 
department was flooded with applications 
for routes. 

Nowhere in the nation is rural delivery 
more appreciated than on the prairies. The 
prairie people are progressive. The men 
who conquered the desert a few years ago 
are still unsatisfied with the change they 
have wrought. Scattered over the Western 
prairies, now the ‘old settlers” of that 
region, are marty men who can write A. B. 
and A. M. after their names; men whose 
names are enrolled on the alumni records 
of Harvard and Yale, of Cornell an@ Prince- 
ton. 

It is these men and their families who are 
most appreciative of the benefits of the rural 


‘free delivéry system. They read books and 


A rural delivery route is designed to cover 
a territory of from twenty to thirty square 
miles. It is approximately twenty-five miles 
in length, and the carrier traverses it once 
a day. He leaves the postoffice from which 


them stamps and even money orders. His 
serene wagon is practically a traveling post- 
office. 

A route is generally made to cover the ter- 
ritory served by one or moré fourth-class 
postoffices. As the farmers take advantage 
of the free delivery system and receive their 
mail by carrier their patronage of the post- 
office ceases, and in time the office is dis- 
continued, and along with it goes the star 
route which supplied it with mail. The sal- 
aries of the postmaster and the star route 
carrier are applied to that of the rural de- 
livery carrier, and these, with the increase 
of business resulting from better postal 
facilities, often more than pay the cost of 
rural delivery. 

One Route. 

A route which starts from a substation 
of the Topeka, Kas., postoffice illustrates 
this: The route is twenty-six miles long and 
covers the territory formerly served by three 
fourth-class offices—Seabrook, Quinton 
Heights, and Whitfield. When the route was 
first established these postoffices were not 
disturbed, but the farmers gradually with- 
drew their patronage from them until their 
volume of business was so small that they 
afforded practically no salaries to the post- 
masters, and they were then abolished. 
With them went the star route which had 
supplied them with mail. The salaries of 
the three postmasters aggregated over $400 
anntially, and a saving of $250 was made on 
the salary of the. star route carrier. The 
salary of a rural delivery carrier is only 
$400 a year, so that a direct saving of over 


plete postoffice, including a money order de-

instead of being compelled to go from one 
to five miles through all kinds of weather 
for his mail. 

On this route the carrier delivers and col- 
lects an average of 21,000 pieces of mail of 
all kinds per month, aggregating approxi- 


in the evenings, and he feels that life is not 
such a humdrum existence after all. One, 
two, and three magazines come each month 
to the wife and daughter of the household. 
‘And this is notall. Mail order book houses 
which send out books subject to approval 
are coming into existence. A two-cent 
stamp sent direct from the farmer’s house 
in a few days brings back one or more of 
the books of the day. The family examines 
and approves them, the money for a money 
order is given to the carrier, and*the farmer 
‘forwards the price of the books without to 
much as leaving his farm, perhaps ten miles 
from the nearest town. 

The rural free delivery system is simply 
another step in the process of concentra- 
tion—the trend of the age. It is practically 
@ postoffice trust, inasmuch as it wipés out 
the small postoffices and concentrates the 
business in the larger ones. It is by no means 
improbable that the time will come in the not 
distant future when there will be perhaps 
only one central postoffice in many counties 
in the United States, and from this rural de- 
livery routes will cover the country daily.

The difference between the ordinary 
of commerce and the postoffice trust is that 
the former is generally organized for the

The postoffice trust will rob the fourth- 
class postmasters of their $100 a year jobs, 
but it will extend to their patrons greatly in- 
creased mail facilities by taking a travel- 
ing postoffice to the door of each farmer.

Christian Powers. 


OPULAR sentiment in America is un- 
doubtedly in favor of drastic meas- 

- ures against the Sublime Porte in con- 
nection with the latter’s refusal to 
effect bettlement of the claims for 
damage sustained by American missionaries 
at Harpoot and elsewhere in the Sultan’s 
dominions. Abdul Hamid has manifested 
a disposition to adopt towards this country 
the same policy of procrastination and of 
contemptuous indifference about the fulfill- 
ment of his engagements and obligations 
that he has employed with so much success 
in his dealings with other Christian powers. 
This has naturally excited widespread re- 
tment here, where the attitude of the 
puitan has been regarded in the light of an 
nt to the honor of the United States, 
calling for action sufficiently vigorous to 
rove to the Padishah that he cannot afford 

o defy Uncle Sam with the same degree of 
impunity that ‘he has enjoyed at the hands 
of other great powers. There is no doubt 
that a naval demonstration before some im- 


__/portant Turkish city, such as, for instance, 


Smyrna, possibly the bombardment and seiz- 
ure of a seaport, would have been exceed- 
ingly popular with all classes of people on 
this side of the Atlantic, especially with 
those who are interested in missionary 


n . work, and the temptation on the part of the 
~ adminis 


tration to conform to public senti- 

ment in the matter must have been great. 
That the United States government should 
have resisted the temptation and should 
have adopted a course of moderation, virtu- 
ally falling into line with the other great 
powers, constitutes not merely a manifesta- 
tion of statecraft but likewise the posses- 
sion of a consummate knowledge of inter- 
national and particularily Oriental diplo- 


- ~ macy. In one word, it has given evidence 


of being alive to the obligations of im- 
perialism in the best sense of the word with- 
out the usual and questionable sccompant- 
ment of jingoism. 4 
McKinley’s Motives. 

It may be well to draw attention to some 
of the considerations which doubtless are 
prompting President McKinley to modera- 
tion rather than to immediate and vigorous 
action against the Sultan. In the first place, 
it must be remembered that there are an 
immense number of American missionary 
stations scattered, throughout the length 
and breadth of Turkey, some of them in 
the most remote quarters of the Ottoman 
Empire. There is not a single one of these 
missions which would not be endangered by 
any display of force against the Sublime 


-. Porte on the part of the United States, and 


=—— 
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the destruction of the property and lives 
of the missionaries and their families, as 
well as the undoing of all the excellent 
work which {it has taken them years to ac- 
complish, Would in all probability follow any 
American #ttempt to coerce the Commander 
of the Famhful. The outrages in question 
would be t4stigated and even organized by 
the impe authorities, but it would. be im- 
possible to #ecure absolute proof of this, and 
to any demands for redress the Sultan would 
becable to reply that his prestige and his 
authority had been so damaged by the course 
pursued bf the United States that he was 
unable to festrain the fanaticism of those 
of his subsects who saw in an affront to 
the Caliph a Christian indignity offered to 
their faith. The claim which is the source 
of the present difficulty between President 
McKinley and Abdul Hamid does not ex- 
ceed $100,000. The property owned by the 
various American missions in Turkey 
amounts to more than twenty times that 
sum, while it is impossible to estimate either 
the intrinsic value ofthe world-famed Amer- 
ican College at Constantinople or the ex- 
tent of the success which it has achieved 
in spreading ideas of enlightenment and 
_ Civilization throughout the East. It would 
be indeed foolish to imperil so much for the 
sake of so.little. 

It may be questioned, too, whether any 
naval demonstration before Smyrna, or even 
the seizure of any Turkish port, by the 
United States would be sufficient to bring 
the Sultan to terms. Like most Oriental 

- Fulers, he is relatively indifferent to any- 
thing that does not immediately affect his 
own surroundings. Thus the Emperor of 
China manifested the most complete in- 
difference when the English and French 
fleets bombarded a number of his maritime 
cities, and even took possession of Canton. 
Nor did he yield until the allied troops had 
taken Peking and destroyed his world-famed 
summer ace. In the same way it is 
doubtful whether Abdul Hamid could be 


—~- brought to his knees until an American 


fieet had anchored under the walls of Con- 
stantinople and trained its guns on his 
of Yildiz Kiosk, besides threaten- 
loot his immense hoards of jewels 
and money. But before reaching Stamboul 


« the American men-of-war would be com- 


~ 


pelied to pass through the Straits of Darda- 
melles, lined on either side with concealed 
batteries, armed with the latest type of big 


“ @aick-firing Krupp guns, under the direction 


and orders of skilled German artillery offi- 
cers. Even if no stock were taken of the 
torpedoes and the submarine mines with 
which the straits are equipped, there is no 
doubt that any hostile naval force attempt- 
ing to reach Constantinople from the Med- 
iterranean would sustain serious damage 
from the enfilading fire of*the cleverly de- 


ak; signed and splendidly armed system of forts 


with which the 
fended. 

. Besides this, there are other considerations 
which must be taken into account. There is 
a large Mohammedan population subject to 
American rule in the Philippines, and the 

’ difficulties experienced there have been con- 
siderably lightened by the friendship of the 
now vassal Sultan of Sulu. The use of 
arm force by the United States against 
the Padishah on account of Chistian mis- 
sionaries would have most unpleasant con- 
sequences among. the Mohammedans in the 
Philippines and convert every one of them 
from a friend into a fanatic foe. Matters 
are quite serious enough in the Philippines 
in all conscience without aggravating the 
situation by bringing about a Mohammedan 

‘insurrection there by using armed force 
against the Sultan at Constantinople. 


European Nightmare. 
It is by no means impossible that Ameri-

Abdul Hamid its fully alive to all this. He 
knows that it is to the interest of the great 
powers of. Europe to keep him on the throne, 
no matter what he may do, and naturally he 
takes advantage thereof. Time and again 
has he defied the foreign powers, realizing 
that neither singly nor collectively could 
they afford to proceed to extremities.

The Sultan was 
likewise ordered by the treaty of Berlin, 
which gave him a guarantee of the great 
powers for the integrity of his dominions, to 
inaugurate a series of wide*reaching and en- 
lightened reforms, alike in Armenia and in 
the Christian provinces of Turkey in Eu- 
rope. Yet he has not until now made the 
slightest attempt to put these reforms into 
execution, although he had solemnly pledged 
himself to fulfill the engagements exacted 
from him by the Berlin congress. At the 
time of the war between Greece and Turkey 
the great powers were so alarmed lest the 
Sultan should be defeated, and his throne 
upset, that both Germany and Russia went 
to the length of giving their support to the 
Padishah, although the reigning family of 
Greote fs closely related by ties of blood, 
intimate friendship, and personal sympathy 
with both the Czar andthe Kaiser. Indeed, 
violating all traditions of the past, two of 
the greatest Christian nations in “Europe 
virtually aided a Mohammedan power. to 
vanquish a.small Christian nation. 


The Sultan has, in fact, feen that he can: 


go to almost any length without peril of 
reprisals or anything beyond mere remon- 
strances and diplomatic demands on the 
part of the foreign powers, owing to their 
individual jealousies of one another, and to 
their collective dread of. a breakup of the 
Turkish empire. . He likewise knows that 
the principal danger by which he is threat- 
ened is that of a revolutionary movement 
on the part of his own subjects, especially 
the bigoted and fanatic element thereof. It 
is, therefore, indispensable that he should 
endeavor by every means in his power to 
propitiate the latter, by showing himself 
averse to all concessions to Christian pow- 
ers, both in the matter of considerate treat- 
ment of his Rayah, or Christian, subjects, 
and in the grant of favors to Christian mis- 
sionaries. © Bach manifestation of ill-will 
towards native or foreign Christians that he 
gives to his people increases his prestige, and 
consequently’ the solidity of his throne, both 
at home. and. abroad, throughout the entire 
Mohammedan world, which extends from the 
Atiantic shores of Morocco to the Pacific 
coast of the Philippines and of China. That is 
why he cannot afford to grant the demands 
of the United States in connection with the 
damage done to missionary property, ex- 
cept by means ofa compromise.

DECIMALSMAY | 
DIVIDE TIME. 


Scientists Think a New Di- 
vision Would Do Away 
with Inaccuracies. 


EASIER TO RECKON: | 


Americans, Accustomed to the 
Decimal System in Money, 
, Might Welcome It. 


MECHANICAL CHANGES. 


NE of the features of the Paris expo- 
sition will be an international con- 
gress of scientists to consider the 
decimal division of timeeand the cir- 
cle. The division of time alone may 

be considered here, because if the congress 
should arrive at some tangible result—as 
is not at all unlikely—it will be of more far- 
reaching popular effect than any abstract 
mathematical proposition. Moreover, scien-

tists have lo since pointed out that the

ings. 

Professor Paul Crueger, a German scien- 
tist of note, has pointed out in the “ Prome- 
theus,”’ a German weekly devoted to prog- 
ress in trade, industry, and science, the dis- 
advantage of the present and the advantages 
of the decimal system of dividing time, and 
so far as the popular side of this question 
applies to American customs—the scientific 
side being, of course, of international char- 
acter—his deductions will be read with in- 
terest even by lay readers. 

One of the popular objections to the pro- 
posed change is the assertion, which appears 
natural and almost.a matter of course, that 
the great mdss of the people has become 
so accustomed to the 60x60x12x2 division of 
the day that it will be exceedingly difficult 
to introduce the decimal system, and that, 
therefore, it would be almoet a barbarism to 
abolish the usage, with which people have 


become familiar for centuries, for the a 
er to 


ever thought of, daily life— 
namely: the measurement of.time. 
People Like Decimals. 

The people may think differently about 


this matter, for the people at large are not 
sentimental. The descendants of the pil- | 


grave of Hesse, and of the numerous na- 
tions which came later quickly accustomed 
themselves to the abolition of pounds, shil- 
lings, and pence; of thaler, silbergroschen, 
and pfennige; of gulden and kreuzer; of 
kronier and heller; and to the adoption of 
the decimal dollar and its 100 cents. In’ 
fact, so far as time is concerned, the great 
mass of common people do not adhere at all 
to the actval-division of 60+60+12+2, but will 
say, for instance, “ It nearly half-past 1 
o’clock,” or “It isaq er to 2,” or “It 
is a few minutes after half-past 3."" Of 
course, those for whom accurate division 


men, bankers, racing and sporting men— 
will figure differently, and will probably 
speak of 1:29, or 1:45, or 2:27, but these do 
not form the bulk of the people. 

Thus it appears that the great mass of 
people does not adhere to the division of 
hours into 60 minutes, but counts by quar- 
ter or half hours, so that the popular, day 
has not 2+12 hours, but 2+12+4—96 quarter 
hours for the quarters are all the units of 
time in the popular mind and not the min- 
utes. The people do not like to count odd 
minutes, but speak of 5 or 10 minutes, and 
seconds are not popular at all, except with 
people whose business or predilection com- 
pels them to reckon with the subdivision of 
the minute. Of course every child knows 
that a minute has 60 seconds, but the secon 
is hardly ever considered. 

Hence, all advocates of the decimal 
division of time maintain that the people 
are not so much attached to the time-hon- 
ored division, because they do not use the 
hour as a unit of time; do not count with 
60 minutes, and do not use the seconds. 
The people count by quarter hours and fig-° 
ure the minutes from the quarter. But such 
a designation has all the shortcomings which 
a correct measurement of time should not 
have. 

Two causes may be cited why the mass of 
the people do not reckon by the hour, with 
its division of 60 minutes. Thespace of an 
hour is apparently too large and the 60- 
division is not comprehensive because it 
does not correspond with the decimal di- 
vision of the dollar. Every child knows how 
much 47 cents is, but even the adult does 
not know without thinking what space of 
time is expressed in 47 minutes. He or she 
must first think that 60 minutes form the 
unit of the hour, and then calculate that 47 
is a little more than three-quarters of the

unit. This is in accord with a common law, 


which applies to all times and all peoples, 
Any arbitrary division which does not cor- 
respond to the ruling system of counting 
lacks the quality of being perceived in- 
tuitively. Any other than the decimal dl- 
vision conflicts with the decadal units, 10, 
100, 1,000, etc., which every child knows, 
An accountant may get along swimmingly 
with other systems, but the people want 
units, which they may comprehend with- 
out 


New Division. 


Hence a new division of time which is to 
become popular must be based upon the fol- 
lowing principles: 

1. It must be decimal. 

2. The time unit must not differ materially 
from the present quarter hour. 

3, This time unit must not be longer than 
ten minutes. 

All these principles can be happily ob- 
served by the division of the day into 100 
units, each of which may be termed a 
“run.” The run again is divided into 10 
decirun, or “mar.” Then the day would 
have 100 runs instead of the present 96 quar- 
ter hours and 1,000 mar instead of the pres- 
ent 1,440 minutes. ;

For scientific purposes, which require more 
accurate measurements of time, the mar can 
be divided into 100 millirun or “* set.” Then 
the day will have 100+10+100—100.000 set, in- 
stead of 24+60+60=—86.400 seconds, conse- 
quently 1,000 set are 864 seconds and 1 get= 
0.864 seconds. Another, and probably more 
pronounced advantage of the set over the 
second will be that the set pendulum will be 
shorter than the present second pendulum. 
Hence the new set pendulum will be found 
more frequently in clocks and will make it 
possible for the layman to make scientific 

e laborer, the official, the child have to 
care, as a rule, only for the beginning of 
their work, or school time. Now, whether 
this beginning is now 8 o'clock, or 8:10, or in 
future 34 run, makes no difference so far 
as the recollection is concerned. Even a 
child will readily understand the value of a 
run as to the course of the sun or the differ- 
ent appointments of the day. Twenty-five 
run would be exactly 6 a. m.; 50 run, 12 
meridian; 75 run, 6 p. m.; 0 run, 12 midnight.

4-5 
144 minutes, or 2 hours 24 minutes, will 
hardly be made. Consequently, one hand 
would be sufficient, though a second one 
could readily be provided for, and the sim- 
pler method of an additional dial would be 
better. This second dial, turning beneath 
an opening in the main dial, would show 
ten figures, from 0 to 9, and would be ad- 
vanced with each revolution of the hand by 
one figure, as shown in the illustration. 
The second question, that of the decimal 
division of the circle or angle, is a matter 
of indifference for the great mass of peo- 
ple. It cannot be said that the present 
division in 860 parts of the circumference 
of a circle or in 24 hours of a day has an 
advantage over the decimal! division. These 
old divisions simply retard the progress to- 
ward a universal decimal system.
